The Government of India have been operating for some 
years, a scheme for giving financial assistance to persons dis 
tinguished in arts and letters wh , are now in indigent c rcum 
stances. They have decided to put the scheme on a permanent 
basis from the beginning of the Third Five Year Plan , and haie 
requested that the State Government may also co -operate in the 
scheme by meeting one-third of the expenditure, the balance of 
two-thirds being borne by thein . A copy the scheme. a : laid 
down by the Government of India , is appended to th s Order. 
The Scheme is in two parts. The first part deals with the rules 
for the information of ihe intending applicants. The second part 
sets out the instructions for the use of the Central and State 
Governments. The State Government accept the scheme as land 
down by the Government of India . Part I of the scheme will be 
published in the Kerala Gazette . The Director of Public Rela 
tions is requested to give wide publicity to Part I of the scheme. 

2. The High Power Committee for the State, contemplated 
in sub -para (iv ) of Part II of the scheme, will consist of the 
Chief Minister, the Deputy Chief Minister and the Education 
Secretary . Applications for assistance under the scheme, receiv - 
ed by the State Government, will be referred to the Akademi 
concerned or other appropriate referees and the reports of the 
Akademi or other referees will be plac.d before the High - Power 
Committee. The decision of the ligh Power Committee will be 
the recom nendation of the State Government. That recomen 
dation will be communicated to the Government of India for 
acceptance .

1. The scheme shall be kown as the scheme for " Financial 
assistance to persons who have made contributions in art and 
letters but are now in indigent circumstances, and to depe idants 
of such writers and artists who leave their families uaprovided ” . 

2. Eligibility.- (i) To be eligible for assistance under the 
scheme, a person s contribution to art and letters, etc. must be of 
significance; traditional scholars who have made sigaificant 
contributions in their fields would also be eligible notwithstand 
ing the absence of any publisht d works. 

( ii ) The private means of the applicant must not exceed 
Rs. 150 per month 

3. Mode of application .-- Applicants shall be free to apply 
either to the State Government or to the Central Government 
(Ministry of Scientific Research and Cultural A Tairs) or to both . 
All application shall be made in Form I. 

4. Nature of assistance. - Assistance from Government may 
be either in the form of monthly allowance or lump sum grants 
or both . In no case, however shall the monthly allowance 
exceed Rs. 150 per month . 

5. Disbursing authority . - All grants sanctioned under the 
scheme shall be disbursed by authorities to be nominated by the 
State Government. 

6. Renewals. - Subject to the provision of rule 7 below , a 
recurring monthly allowance sanctioned under the scheme shall 
be for such period as may be determined by Government. Such 
an allowance may also be sanctioned for life. 

7. Discontinuance of allowance.- (i) If the financial means 
of the recipients of allowances improve to Rs. 150 or more per 
month , the allowance under the scheme will be discontinued . 
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(ii) Government may also at their discretion terminate the 
allowance after giving three months notice to the recipient , 

(iii ) Any recipient may also resign his rights to receive the 
allowance by giving written notice to Government. In such 
cases, the allowance will be discontinued with effect from the 
date of his letter of resignation. 

8. Stopping of allowance on death . - On the death of the 
recipient, his dependants may continue to draw the allowance 
for the unexpired portion of the sanctioned term , provide !, how . 
eyer, that this shall not be less than three months.

1 . Eligibility etc. ---- (i) The financial means of applicants 
may be verified by the State Government through the normal 
channels. Persons who are in receipt of Rs. 150 per month or 
more will not be eligible for assistance under the scheme. 

(ii) Applicants must not be too young for pensions , because 
this will lead to long term commitments on the part of Govern 
ment and will also hamper the initiative of the recipient to 
exert himself for his financial betterment . Where the applicant 
is young, financial assistance to be given under the scheme may 
take the fir of lump sum grant. 


(iii) The eminence of the applicant and the nature of his 
contributions to national life may be verified by the State 
Government through the State Akademi concerned and / or 
through independent sources. 

(iv ) In the light of the financialmeans and eminence of 
the applicant, proposals to the Central Government regarding 
the extent of financial assistance to be granted may be decided 
by the State Government by a High - power Committee of not 
less than three persons consisting of the Chief Minister and / or 
Education Minister. The composition of this Committee may 
be intimated to the Central Goveroment for information . Till 
now the Government of India has consulted the Advisory Com 
mittee ofthe Sahitya Akademi in the language concerned . for 
assessing the literary standing of the applicant. The State 
Government might consider consulting the same Committee and 
the State Sahitya Akademi and place their advice before the 
High-powered Committee. 

2. Mode of application.- (i) Applicants will be free to 
apply either to State Government or the Central Government 
or both . 

(ii ) State Governments may decide on applications 
received by them and where they recommend a pension or lump 
payment, forward such recommendation to the Central Govern 
ment for their agreement. If approved , the Central Government 
will meet 2 / 3rds of the expenditure on the agreed amount. If 
the Central Government sanctions a larger sum , the difference 
between the higher amount and the lower sum recommended by 
the State Government, will be met by the Centre unless the 
State Governo ent also agrees to the enhanced amount. In cases 
where the Central Government agree to a smaller sum , the 
difference will be met wholly by the State Government. 

( iii) Applications received by the Central Government 
will be referred , in the first instance, to the State Government 
concerned and further processing will be as in (ii) above. 

(iv ) The proposals of the State Government to the 
Central Government in this regard may be furnished in the 
form of a statement as given in Form II. 

3 Nature of assistance .-- This has already been covered in 
the rules and in the preceding para of this explanatory note. 

4. Disbursements :-(i) On the acceptance of the State 
Government s proposals, the Central Government will issue a 
letter of sanction regarding their share of the expenditure ; the 
actual disbursement will, however, be made by the State 
Government and the Central Government s share recouped by 
book adjustment by the Accountant General concerned. 

(ii) In all cases where recurring monthly allowances 
are sanctioned , State Governments may satisfy themselves at 
suitable intervals regarding the continued indigence of the 
recipients. In cases where the allowances were sanctioned for 
specified periods and not for life and where the recipients 
come up for extensions to the period sanctioned earlier, it may 
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please be ensured that in all deserving cases the renewalmay 
be authorised without a break and if in any case , the verifica 
tion of indigence is still under investigation, the extension may 
be granted provisionally for three to six months or more pending 
the completion of such investigation . Tois is being suggested 
with a view to avoiding hardship to the recipient. 

(iii) Once the sanction of the Central Government has 
been issued for sharing the expenditure incurred to a partir 
cular recipient, the concurrence of the Central Governmen 
will not be necessary for continued extensions in the term of 
assistance . If for any reason, however, the State Government 
suspends the allowance in the case of any particular recipient 
and later on proposes to revive it, such cases shall be considered 
as fresh cases . 

( iv ) Soon after the close of each financial year, the State 
Government shall compile themselves or secure from the dis 
bursing authority a statement of expenditure on the scheme and 
furnish it to the Central Government as per Form III 

5. In the case of a person whose contributions have bee : 
in one State but who is at the time of application domiciled in 
another State , the State where he is domiciled, will be the State 
concerned .

The Industrial Dispute between the parties described above 
was referred to this court for adjudication by orde : 
No. L4-58274 /60 /HLD of the Health and Labuur Department of 
the Government of Kerala dated 8-9-1960. The following are 
the issues relerred to adjudication : 

(1) Supply of free firewood to monthly rated employees. 
( 2) Denial of existing benefits and privileges to conductor 

K.A. Mathew .

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(3 ) Giving the benefits like wage increase , etc., as stipulated 
in the agreement date 12-11-1957etween Association of Planters 
of Kerala and Estate Staff Union of South India . 

2. The u lion filed th.ir statement on 10-10-1960 and the 
management filed their reply statement on 20-10-196 ) and union 
filed their rejoinder oa 20 10-1960 . The union examined WWL 
an ) marked Exts . W1to W12 . The manage tient examined MWI 
and did not mark any docu nents. The evidence of parties was 
closed oy 19-7-1961 and the ase was adjourned to 27-7-196L for 
argument. At the request of parties tue case was adjourned to 
17-8-1961 and then again to 20-3-1961. On 20-8-1961, the union 
Secre ary sent a telegeam asking again for another adjournmeat, 
The estate manager Sri P. P. Joseph was present in court. I 
thought it is not necessary to grant any further a tjournment for 
argument. I went through the records and passed the following 
award . 

3. Issue No. 1. The union contends that the monthly paid 
employees of the estate were getting free fire-wood supply . The 
management stopped the same which is against the terms of the 
AKPJESUSI Agreement date : 2-11-1957. The supply of fir - 
wood was stopp - d only to union members and they are giving is 
to th se staff members of the estate who are not union me nbers 
The union pra s to restore the same with retrospetive effect. 
The management contends that they have not given free fire 
wo.d supply to any of iheir ernployees ; monthly rated or other 
wise . If ihe rubber trees go dry, the management permit the 
staffmembers and worker , to cut and remove them fir their 
use as fuel. They do not make any distinction be ween staff 
me nbers and workers who are union members and non 
members. The minagement estate has no forests attached t , it 
and even for their estate use they are purchasing firewoo 1. The 
management has not denied to the staff or w rkers any privilege 
enjoyed by them formerly. There has never been at any time 
any purchase of tuel by staff or workers through the manage 
ment at concessional rates. WW1 Sri K. A. Mathew ga.e 
evidence s ating that the staff members were given free fire 
wood and the samewas s opped two years ago before the witness 
was examined in court . He was examined in court on 23rd 
June. 1961. WW1 stated that this could be found from the 
muster-chil and he promised to pro luce the sa ne but was not 
produced . He also stared that from Ext. W2 Daily report it 
could be seen that two persons were emloyd for cutting fire 
wood . Ext. W2 is a daily report book from 23-1-19.3 to 9-4-1954 . 
During this period on one day two p rs.ds were employd for 
Culting firewood and on another day another person was em 
ployed for cutting tirewood and they were paid wages fron the 
estate . But Ext. W2 does not show that the firewooi was cut 
for supplyiag the same to themonthly paid staff . Ext, W3 dated 
21-10-1959 conta ns a list of grievances of the estate staff members 
in which it is stated that they have been denied the fuel con 
cession. MW1deposed statiug that the staff member . have never 
been given any firewood free at any time. They have .. 
reserves from where they could supply fuel. The monthly paid 
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staff and workers were permitted on request to cut and remove 
dried branches of rubber trees. Even for estate purposes the 
management was purchasing fuel. The management estate has 
no reserves attached to their estate and th y have no source 
from where they could supply fuel. If the management permitted 
the staff inembers in the past to cut and remove the dried twigs 
of stan ng ruboer trees on certain occasions the same will not 
create a right to get free supply of fire vood. Ielieve MWI. 
Shri P. P. Joseph , the Superintendent and find that the manage 
ment has n t been supplying free firewood to monthly paid staff. 
This issue is found against the union . 

4. Issue No. 2. Denial of existing benefits and privileges to 
conductor K : A. Mathew . The un.on contends that Shri 
K. A.Mathew , conductor of 3rd division was in charge of all the 
general works in all the divisions and he was also pai 1 extra 
remuneration for this . But in September, 1959 tue management 
appointed Sri K. K. George , 10 supervise the general works and 
stopped the extia remueration paid to him . The union 
contends that this was dne by the manage.nent to victimise 
Shri Mathew for his trade union activities. The management 
contends that Shri Mathew was nut in cnarge of any division . 
He was working as tapping conductor in divisions other than 
the 3rd division while other workers were in charge of the 3rd 
division . The old practice was that the tapping conductor in 
each division will also supervise the general works in that 
division and for some three or four years the conductor used to 
be paid Re. 1 on days on which there was a large number of 
workers in general work . This system was found to be unsatis 
factory a d oneman was appointed exclusively for supervision 
work in 1959. This was done for efficiency of management and 
not to victimise Shri Mathew . The evideace of MWI, 
Superintendent, is that till 1959 the general works supervision 
in each division was done by the respective conductors in that 
division. During some days there used to be large number of 
workers for general work and un such days the conductors who 
also had to supervise the generalwork were given Re. 1 extra 
allowance. The management by their experience found that 
this system was not conducive to the efficient working of the 
estate and therefore they a pointed one Shri K. K. George for 
this purpo e . This is a matter affecting the internal adininis 
tration of the estate and nobody cau dictate to them how and in 
what manner they have to manage the estate. The supervision 
work of Shri Mathew was an extra work . He was paid extra 
remuneration for such work. T.e management found that the 
general supervision work by the respective division conductors 
nit being ca ried on efficiently. They stopped that system and 
appo.n ed a man specially for this. There is nothing wrong in 
this . The manaje ent is free to have their own systein of 
management. Shri Mathew , has no right to insist on the 
management to continue the upervision system , by the 
re-pective division conductors. I therefore tind that the 
managementhas the rig it to stop the supervision system by 
the division conductors and appoint one for supervision work if 
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the efficient 
they think the same would be helpful for 
management of the estate. Shri Mathew is not entitled to 
anything ,for the loss of his temporary supervision work . 

5. Issuc No. 3. Giving the benefits like wage increase etc. , as 
stipulated in the agreement dated 2-11-1957 between the 
Association of Planters of Kerala and Estate Staff Union of 
South India . It is admitted that the managenient estate is a 
member of A. P. K. They are therefore bound to implement 
the terms of the agreement which the union had ente ed into 
with A. P. K. on 2-11-1957 . The management con en is that 
they are not liable to implement the terms of this agreement. 
The stand taken by the management is not correct._Tae 
management estate is a member of A. P.K. and A. P.K. 
entered into an agreement with the union on 2-11.1957 
introdu ting new scales of pay and other amenities to the staff. 
The management is bound to implement the terms of this 
agrecment as the Association of which the managemant is a 
mmber, is a party to the agreement. There is another 
Industrial Dispute i. e., I. D. 30/57 pending the Ernakulam 
Industrial Tribunal Court between the same parties. The main 
matter involved in that dispute is the categorisation of the staff 
members. The pendency of that dispu e is no bar in passing an 
award in this di-pute . The agreement dated 2-11-1957 is marked 
as Ext. W12. The agreement is to remain in force from 24th 
October , 1956 to the 31st March, 1961. The Union has been 
requesting the management for implementing the terms of agree 
ment by Exts W3, W7, W8, W10 letters. The management has 
not so far implemented the agreement. This is a case , where 
the management ought to have implemented the agreement with 
out the union even asking for it. The management is a party to 
the agreement and they know very well that they have to imple 
ment the terms of an agreement which they entered into with 
the union . The managementwill give the benefit of the terms 
of the agreement Ext. W12 dated 2-11-1957 to all their staff 
members who come within the purview of the agreement from 
the date fixed in the Ext. W12. The pendency of I. D. 30/57 
cannot prevent the conforment of such b -netits to such staff 
members who admittedly come under Ext. W12 agreement. 

6. I pass the award as specified above without costs . Issues 
1 and 2 are found aganist the union. The management will 
implement the terms of Ext. W12 agreement in favour of such of 
the members of their staff who come within the purview of 
Ext. W12, from the date specified in Ext. W12. This award 
will become enforceable after thirty days 
the Government Gazette .

The complair ant did not very much approve this move on the 
part of the opposite party. The con pleinant states that he was 
sick and he availed off leave due to sickdess and he produced a 
medical certificate from a qua ified Doctor. Ti e refusal to give 
employment is due to malice and am unts to victimisation . He 
prays for his reiastatement with back wages and continuity of 
service, 

2. In the written objections of the opposite party it is 
stated that they have not contravened the provisions of Section 
33 of the Act. The coniplainant according to the opposite party 
was a clerk under them . He applied for one month s leave on 
3-10-19.0 and along with the application there was a medical 
certificate. This medical ce ticate was purported to be from 
the Hon . Assistant Surgeon , Pu hanchir . In the certificale it 
was stated that the complainant was suffering from chronic 
brunchites and secondary anaemia. The opposite party had 
definite information that during the leave days the complainant 
was attending to other work Th refore feeling su picious 
about the certificate from the Assistant Surgeon , the opposite 
party wrote to the complainant to appear befcre Dr. 
V. N. Kri:hna Iyer , Trichur for medical exan ination . The 
opposite party undertook to pay the expenses for the medical 
examination . The complainant did not present for me ical 
examination belose Dr V N. Krishna Iyer . On 12-11-1960 the 
complainant again applied for one month s leave with a 
certificate from the same Assistant Surgeon and leave was 
refused . The complainant absented without leave . The oppsite 
party sent information to the complainaut asking him to get a 
certificate from Dr. V. N. Krishna Iyer . It was also stated that 
the opposite party would meet the expenses of Dr. Krishna Iyer . 
The complainant sent a reply refusing to submit to the medical 
examination of Dr. Krishna Iyer. According to the opposite 
party the complainant was attending to other business during 
his absence from the office of the opposite party . He was asked 
to submit his explanation for absence without leave. But he 
did nut offer any exp.anation. Then the manage pent conducted 
an enquiry. He was also given information that an enquiry 
would be conducted into the charge of misconduct and the 
management actually conducted an enqui y and found the 
worker guilty of the charge of misconduct. The management 
contends that he was attending to other work during his absence . 
He availed oft ltave witho t any proper reasons. Therefore his 
services were terminated by the opposite party . 

3. The watter came up for argument on 15-9-1961. In the 
course of the argument the matter was settled amicably, on the 
management agreeing to pay and the union advocate conceding 
to accept three month s salary in full and hnal settlement of all 
the claims of the worker aga nst the mana ement. The 
coinplainant Shri M. B. Menon will be given three months 
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salary . His mon hly salary at the time of termination of his 
service was Rs. 65. The management agree to send a 
cheque for three months salary . I give an award for thre 
mor th salary amounting to Rs. 195. The management will 
pay this amount to Shri M. B. Menon if notalready paid by the 
opposite pariy .

AWARD 
The dispute in this case is between the Management of the 
Trivandrum District Co -operative Milk Supplies Union Limited 
No.2989 , Trivandrum (hereinafter referred to as the Milk Supplies 
Union ) and the workmen of the Establishment represented by the 
Trivandrum District Co -operative Milk Supplies Society Employees 
Union (hereinafter called the Union ) and the same was referred to 
this Tribunal for adjudication by Order No.41923 /L2 /59-1 /L & LAD 
dated 1-7-1959 . The matter referred relates to the termination 
of the service of Sri Atchuthan Pillai, Supervisor. 

The parties to the dispute have entered appearance and 
filed their respective statement and counter statement but before 
I proceed to deal with the claims and contentions raised therein , 
I think that a reference , in brief, to the background of the dispute 
will be helpful. Sri Atchuthan Pillai was in the service of the 
Travancore -Cochin Co -operative Institute as Superviser till 1949 
and in 1949 at the request of the Board of Management of the Milk 
Supplies Union , his services were lent to this institution . There 
after he was working on deputation as Supervisor in the Milk Supplies 
Union till 1956. In 1956 Sri Atchuthan Pillai represented to the 
Milk Supplies Union that if the Milk Supplies Union required his 
services permanently his lien in the service of the Institute be termi 
nated and he be drafted to the permanent service of this Union . 
After referring the matter to the Co-operative Institute and getting 
their approval, the Board of Management of the Milk Supplies Union 
by Ext.W6 Memo appointed him as permanent Supervisor from 
1-9-1956 . Pursuant to his appointment as permanent Supervisor 
in the Milk Supplies Union , Sri Atchuthan Pillai resigned his post 
in the Co -operative Institute from the above date ( Vide Ext.W7) . 
While Sri Atchuthan Pillai was thus serving the Milk Supplies 
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Union , he was served with Ext. W , Memo dated 13-6-1959 inform 
ing him that his services will not be required as from 15-6-1959 
After Noon . It is stated in Ext:W9 that the General Body of the 
Milk: Supplies Union have decided that the post of " Supervisor " 
should be abolished as the recources of the Union could not sustain 
such a costly post and in view of the necessity for economy in expen : 
diture. He was also offered one month s wages as notice pay and 
15 days wages for every completed year of service, in addition to 
any amount due to him as arrears of wages after adjustment of lia 
bilities due from him to the Milk Supplies Union . It is aleo state 
in the memo that this notice was given without prejudice to thd 
contentions of the Milk Supplies Union that he is not a workman 
under the Industrial Disputes Act and the Milk Supplies Union is 
not an employer for the purpose of the Act. It appears that at a 
General Body Meeting of the Milk Supplies Union held on 22-11.1959 
a resolution was passed to the effect that the Supervisor s post should 
be abolished and the provision in the Budget for the pay of the 
Supervisor should be deleted , but that if in the discretion of the 
Board of Directors it was felt that the services of a Supervisor from 
the Department was necessary, the amount required thercof should , 
be provided for (vide Ext.Wis proceedings of the General Body 
Meeting) . Again at the next General Body Meeting of the Milk 
Supplies Linion held on 17-1-1959 , one of the members moved on 
urgent resolution to this effect. In the budget session of the Union 
held on 22-11-1958 it was decided to abolish the post of Supervi. 
sor as a measure of economy and not to provide fund for the Super 
visor ; this meeting decides to terminate the services of the Super 
visor according to the law relating to retrenchment (Ext.W.9 is 
the minutes relating to the meeting) . Then on 29-5-1959 thu 
Board of Directors as seen from Ext. W 20 proceedings decided to 
terminate the services of Sri Atchuthan Pillai as they would put 
it , on the strength of the resolution of the General Body Meeting 
and expert legal opinion . This led to Ext.W , Order of retrench 
ment referred above. The Union of which Sri Atchuthan Pillai 
was the treasurer , Ext.Wu letter dated 26-6-1959 raised an 
industrial dispute before the District Labour Officer challenging 
the retrenchment as unwarranted and unjust and as an act of victimi. 
sation . The Secretary of the Milk Supplies Union gave Ext.W12 
reply to the General Secretary of the Union refiting the allegations 
in Ext.W11 and pointing out the circumstances under which the 
retrenchment order was passed . As the parties could not reach 
an agreement and as the attempts of the conciliation machinery also 
subsequently failed , the matter was referred for adjudication . 

3. The Linion in its statement has challenged the retrenchment 
11 question on the following grounds : 
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(1) The motive behind the action of the Management in termi 
nating the services of Sri Atchuthan Pillai has not been bona fide 
and it was resorted to by way of victimisation . Sri Atchuthan Pillai 
was the treasurer of the Linion and its liveforce . An industrial 
dispute ( I.D.No.4 /1959) regarding wages, bonus etc. between the 
Management and the Union was pending before this Tribunal and 
the reference of that dispute to the Industrial Tribunal was not at all 
liked by the Management. Thereafter the Management has been 
pursuing a policy of victimisation and the termination of the services 
of this employee by abolishing the post itself is the culmination of that 
policy. 

(2) It is evident from the resolution adopted by the Manage 
ment that they wanted somehow to get rid of Sri Atchuthan Pillai. 
The ground alleged viz ., lack of resources for abolishing the post 
is not true or bonafide and it is put forward only as a clock to cover 
up the cvil mo 

(3) There is no justification for abolishing the Supervisor s 
post . The business of the Management is expanding and progress 
ing year by year and there has been no corresponding expansion 
of the establishment and so the abolition of the post was uncalled 
for and unwarranted . 

4. The Union on the grounds above would pray for cancella 
tion of the Order of retrenchment and for reinstatement of the 
employee in service with full back wages. 

si in the counter statement filed by the Management the 
following contentions were raised . 

( 1) The retrenchment of Sri Atchuthan Pillai was in accordance 
with law and was not motivated by any mala fides . 

(2 ) Towards the end of 1958 it was found that his work as 
Supervisor was not upto the standard , probably on account of his 
close association with the Union of workers whose work he was 
expected to supervise and further it was felt that there was no necessity 
for a Supervisor and that the Milk Supplies Union could not afford 
the service of a costly Supervisor of the Status of Sri Atchuthan Pillai. 
That accounts for the resolution . 

(3) In deciding on retrenchment of this employee the discretion 
of the General Body has been properly exercised and cannot be 
interfered with on any ground . Further the grounds forming the 
basis of the retrenchment are genuine. 

(4 ) The retrenchment cannot constitute an industrial dispute 
capable of adjudication by this Tribunal. Further the dispute is 
beyond the jurisdiction of this Tribunal on account of Section 60 
of the T.C. Co-operative Societies.Act. 
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( 5) Sri Atchuthan Pillai is not a workna under the industria 
Disputes Act. 

(6) It is learnt that the Union is not representative ofthe work 
men in the establishment and as such the dispute is but sa individual 
dispute. 

6. The Union in its replication controverted the grounds 
advanced in the counter statement. According to the Union the 
contention that the Management could not afford the service of 
costly Supervisor is not sustainable in so far as during the same room 
in which Sri Atchuthan Pillai s services were terminated , a post 
of Head Accountant on the scale of Rs.80-150 with basic salary of 
Rs.100 and another of a Typist on Rs.40-120 were created . The 
Union would contend that Section 60 of the Travancore - Cochin 
Co-operative Societies Act, cannot impose any restriction on secking 
remedy through the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act. As 
for the contention that Sri Atchuthan Pillai is not workman , the 
Union would state that the nature of the work he has been carrying 
out will prove that he is a workman . It is contended further that 
this Union is a representative body of the employees in the establish 
ment and that it has taken up the dispute on behalf of Sri Atchuthan 
Pillai. 

7. I shall first take up the contentions relating to the jurisdic 
tion of this Tribunal to entertain the reference. Even though thres 
specific points were raised in the counter statement of the Manage 
ment, the contention that the dispute referred is not an industrial 
dispute but only an individual disputewas not pursued at the evidence 
stage ; nor was it pressed at the time of argument. Even otherwise 
there is no evidence to show that the linion is not representative 
of the workmen of the Establishment or that the co -workers have 
not espoused the cause of the concerned employee . 

8. The second contention is that Sri Atchuthan Pillai is not 
a workman within the meaning of that term as defined in Section : 
(s) of the Industrial Disputes Act. in Section 2 (s) of the Act a 
workman is defined to mean any person employed in any industry 
to do any skilled or unskilled manual, supervisory , technical or 
clerical work but it excludes from its ambit any person who is 
employed mainly in a managerial or administrative capacity or 
any person who being employed in a supervisory capacity, draws 
wages exceeding five hundred rupees per mensem 
or exercises 
either by the nature of the duties attached to the Oltice or by reason 
of the powers vested in him , functions mainly of a managerial nature . 

9. Sri Atchuthan Pillai was appointed as a Supervisor in the 
grade of Rs.90-180 and at the time of his termination of service 
he was only drawing in all an amount of Rs.190 inclusive of allowances. 
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So he will not come within the scope of the definition unless it is 
proved that he was employed mainly in a managerial or administrative 
capacity or by the nature of the duties attached to his office he was 
exercising functionsmainly of a managerialnature. The Management 
has not produced any record defining the functions of the Supervisor. 
There are two other officers in the establishment who are admittedly 
above the Supervisor. They are the Manager and the paid Secretary . 
The Secretary is the ministerial head of the Establishment. The 
duties of the Supervisor as spoken to by Sri Atchuthan Pillai are , 
to make entries in the accounts and other registers, to receive the 
milk supplied to the Milk Supplies Union after inspection of the 
quality and to cause distribution of the milk through distributors 
to the various consumers. He has stated that he has, besides , to 
inspect the primary scoieties and make report as and when deputed 
for the purpose by the Board of Directors. The Secretary of the 
Milk Supplies Union as EW : has stated that the functions of the 
Supervisor were to accept the milk supplied from primary societies 
after getting it measured and to assign the work of distribution and 
to supervise the same. EWI has also stated that the Board of 
Directors resolved to cancel the inspection programme of the Super 
visor from April 1959 and that he was given clerical work instead . 
Ext.W13 is a memo given to Sri Atchuthan Pillai by the Secretary 
on 11-4-1959 by which he was informed that the Board of Directors 
of the Union has resolved to cancel the programme given by him 
and to direct him to attend to the regular office work which was 
allotted to him , and Ext.W14 is another memo dated 29-4-1959 
issued by the Secretary to Sri Atchuthan Pillai directing him to 
attend to certain works from 29-4-1959, all of which comprisc 
of recording and maintenance of various registers in the office . The 
Secretary has not stated anywhere that Sri Atchuthan Pillai was em 
ployed in a managerial or administrative capacity or thɔt he exercised 
by the nature of his employment or duties any functions of a mana 
gerial nature. The records produced in this case and referred to 
above only go to confirm the version of Sri Atchuthan Pillai regard 
ing his duties. Admittedly the Supervisor has no disciplinary control 
over the distributors or the subordinate staff, for the Secretary has 
admitted as EW , that he too is competent only to submit reports 
regarding disciplinary matters to the Board of Directors and that 
the Board ofDirectors alone has the right to decide matters involving 
discipline of employees under the Management. Thus the evidence 
in this case clearly proves that Sri Atchuthan Pillai was not exercis. 
ing any functions which would take him out of the definition of 
"workman in the Industrial Disputes. So the second contention 
also fails .

10. The third point raised is that the retrenchment of Sri 
Atchuthan Pillaicannot constitute an industrial dispute and that 
this dispute is beyond the jurisdiction of this Tribunal on account 
of Section 60 of the Travancore- Chochin Co-operative Societies Act . 

11. It was strenuously . urged on behalf of the Management 
that the dispute under reference is a dispute touching the business 
of a Co -operative Society within the meaning of Section 60 of the 
Travancore-Cochin Co-operative Societies Act and as such the only 
authority entitled to decide the matter is that prescribed by Section 
60 of that Act and that the Industrial Tribunal under the Industrial 
Disputes Act has no jurisdiction to entertain a reference in respect 
of such a dispute . Section 60 of the Travancore-Cochin Co-opera 
tive Societies Act states “ (1) If any dispute touching the business 
of a registered Society (other than a dispute regarding disciplinary 
action taken by the Society or its committee against a paid servant 
of the Society) arises

between the Society or its Committee and any past 
Committee, any Officer, Agent or Servant 
(d ) 

..such dispute shall be referred to 
the Registrar for decisions" . 

It was urged that the dispute relating to the termination 
of the services of an employee of a Co-operative Society is a dispute 
touching the business of a Society contemplated under Section 60 
and that since a specific forum has been prescribed therein for resolr 
ing the same by compulsory arbitration , the selfsame matter cannot 
form the subject matter of an industrial dispute capable of being 
adjudicated under the Industrial Disputes Act. 

13. In the nature of the contention above we have to see 
whether the dispute regarding retrenchment of a workman of the 
Society is a dispute touching the business of the Society under Section 
60 of the Travancore - Cochin Co-operative Societies Act and even 
if it is so , whether Section 60 operates as a bar to the reference of 
such a dispute under Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act . 
The question whether the claim for retrenchment compensation 
against a Co-operative Society raised by its workmen will lic 
under Section 33 (C ) 2 of the Industrial Disputes Act and whether 
the Labour Court was competent to take cognizance of the dispute 
between the Society and its servants come up for consideration 
before the Madras High Court in South Arcot Co -operative Motor 
Transport Society Ltd. V. Syed Batcha and others . (1960 (11) 
LL ].693) . It was contended in that case as now before me that the 
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claim should be deemed to be one touching the business of the 
Society and that the only authority entitled to decide the claim is 
that prescribed by Section 51 (similar to Section 60 of the Travancore 
Cochin Co -operative Societies Act) of the Madras Co -operative 
Societies Act. His Lordship Justice Sri Ramachandra lyer after 
referring to the previous decisions on the matter held that a claim 
for retrenchment compensation by a workman against the Co-opera 
tive Society would not come within the ambit of Section 51 of the 
Madras Co-operative Societies Act and that it can only be adjudged 
under the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act. Reference 
is also made in this decision to a case decided by the Calcutta High 
Court in Co -operative Milk Union Limited V. State of Bengal 
(1958 (ii) LLJ 61) wherein it was held that , so long as a dispute is 
an industrial dispute, it would be governed by the Industrial Disputes 
Act although that dispute was between a Co-operative Society and 
its workmen , notwithstanding the provisions for settlement of 
disputes under the Co -operative Societies Act, between the contend 
ing parties. The Court further held in that case that " strictly 
speaking, a dispute between a Co -operative Society and its workmen 
does not relate to the actual business of a Co -operative Society and 
therefore does not touch the business of the Society " and though 
consequentially , however a dispute between the Co -operative Society 
and its workmen may ultimately touch or affect the business of the 
Society and that the remote and consequential result should not be 
included within the expression any dispute touching the business 
of a Co -operative Society " . The question whether the Industrial 
Tribunal has jurisdiction to decide any dispute as regards the de 
duction of wages when the Payment of Wages Act provided 
adequate remedy in respect of claims arising out of deductions 
from wages by the authority constituied under that Act, came up 
for consideration before the Madras High Court in Electro -Mechani 
cal Industries Limited v . The Industrial Tribunal (1950 2 LLJ 1133) 
and it was held in that case that there was no conflict in this matter 
between the Tribunal s power and the Payment of Wages Act and 
that the Industrial Tribunal has jurisdiction to decide disputes regard 
ing deduction of wages. The Madras High Court decided that 
question on the authority of the observations made by his Lordship 
the Chief Justice of the Federal Court in Shamnagar Jute Factory 
Co. Ltd. v . S. N. Modak 1949) 12 F.L.J. Page 370 (F.C.) to this 
effect : 

“ The Tribunal contemplated by Section 15 of the Payment 
of Wages Act is not, in our opinion , one which could affect the 
jurisdiction of the Tribunal set up under Section 7 of the Industrial 
Disputes Act to which a reference could be made under Section 
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10 of that Act. The Tribunal set up under the Industrial Disputes 
Act has a much wider jurisdiction . In our opinion the two Acts 
are not in parimateria and the contention that the jurisdiction of the 
Tribunal set up under the Industrial Disputes Act is excluded by 
the provisions of the Payment of Wages Act is unwarranted " . 

14. There are also decisions of Industrial Tribunals in which 
they have held that a dispute between the Co -operative Society and 
its employees which would fall under the definition of Industrial 
Dispute" in the Industrial Disputes Act could be referred for adjudi 
cation to the Industrial Tribunal in accordance with the provisions 
of that Act and that the provision for arbitration in the Co-operative 
Societies Act cannot operate as a bar to the reference of such disputes 
to the Industrial Tribunal for adjudication ( 1959 ( ii) LLJ 107 , 1955 
(i) LLJ 256 ) . 

15. A decision of the Bombay High Court reported in 1959 (i) 
LLJ 370 was cited on behalf of the Management as supporting the 
stand taken up by them . That was a case in which the workmen 
of a co-operative Society made an application to the authortiy under 
the Payment of Wages Act claiming retrenchment compensation 
under the Industrial Disputes Act. The Payment of wages Act 
was made applicable to Co -operative Societies by a notification 
issued under the Shops & Establishments Act by the State Govern 
ment of Bombay. Under Section 54 of the Bombay Co-operative 
Societies Act there is a scheme for compulsory arbitration as in other 
State Acts relating to Co -operative Societies. The question arose 
whether the Notification making the Payment of Wages Act applicable 
to Co -operative Societies had the effect of abrogating the provision 
under Section 54 for arbitration . His Lordship Chief Justice 
Sri M. C. Chagla held that in his view , that although the Notification 
intended that a Co -operative Society should be governed by the 
provisions of the Payment of Wages Act, the Co -operative Society 
does not come within the ambit of that Statute. 

As regards the 
question , to which forum the employees should go , His Lordship 
said “ Both the forum are competent to give reliefs and, I have already 
pointed out, both the forums are cqually efficacious and the remedy 
can be obtained by a summary procedure " . Reference was made 
in this judgementto a decision of His Lordship in another case reported 
in 1955 (i )LLJ 755 wherein that Court held that the Bombay Indus 
trial Disputes Act could be made applicable to a Co -operative Society 
doing banking business and that Section 54 of the Co-operative 
Societies Act would not apply to that case because the questions 
that arose under the Industrial Disputes Act are not matters which 
can be dealt with by a Civil Court. It was further held in that 
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case that the contention that the claim of a dismissed employee for 
reinstatement against a Co -operative Society would be covered by 
Section 54 of the Co -operative Societies Act must be negatived . 

16. The question now raised before me by the Management 
that the provision in the Co -operative Societies Act for arbitration 
is a bar to the reference of an Industrial Dispute between a Co -opera 
tive Society and its workmen was not raised or decided in that case 
and the trend of the discussion and the decision in the case in 1955 
(ii) LLJ 755 only serve to negative the contention put forward by 
the Management. 

17 ; Thus in the light of the rulings quoted above I do not 
think that the dispute regarding the retrenchment of a workman 
of a Co-operative Society is a dispute contemplated by Section 60 
of the Co -operative Societies Act. Further I hold that even if the 
retrenchment in question is capable of attracting Section 60 of that 
Act, the provision in that Section for arbitration cannot oust the 
jurisdiction of this Tribunal to entertain a reference under Section 
10 of the Industrial Disputes Act of an industrial dispute between 
a Co -operative Societiy and its workmen . 

18 . Before I leave this matter, I may point out that the Manage 
ment themselves have effected the retrenchment in question by 
resorting to the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act relating to 
retrenchment (vide Ext.M6 Form P Notice to Government). Thus 
the Management have elected by their own conduct to be bound 
by the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act in the action they 
took against the employee under reference. It is true that in the 
Form P Notice, they have stated that the notice is sent without 
prejudice to the contention of the Milk Supplies Union that Sri 
Atchuthan Pillai is not a workman under the Industrial Disputes 
Act and the Milk Supplies Union is not an employer for the purpose 
of the Act. It is not known how the Milk Supplies Union is not 
the employer. As for the contention that Sri Atchuthan Pillai 
is not a workman , I have already found that that contention has no 
substance and is not sustainable. The point to be noted is that we 
find no such contention as now raised before me in the Form P 
Notice . Thus the Management so far as they have chosen to retrench 
the employee under the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
cannot turn round and contend that they are not bound by the provi 
sions of the Industrial Disputes Act , on the strength of which they 
themselves have acted and that the Industrial Tribunal constituted 
under the Industrial Disputes Act has no jurisdiction to hear a dispute 
which arose out of an action taken under the provisions of that Act. 

From the foregoing discussion it has to be held that the 
Jast ground urged has also no legs to stand . 
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This takes us to the question of retrenchment of Sri 
Atchuthan Pillai. The employees services were terminated by 
way of retrenchment pursuant to the resolution (contained in Ext. 
W18 Proceedings) passed by the General Body on 22-11-1958 to 
abolish the post of Supervisor. I have already dealt with the facts 
leading to the retrenchment and the contentions of the parties 
regarding the same. Sri T. K. Divakaran, the President of the 
Union argued that the retrenchment in question is unwarranted 
and illegal besides being mala fide and stressed the following points 
in support of his contention . 

(1) The resolution of the General Body meeting dated 22-11 
1958 which formed the basis of the retrenchment is self contra 
dictory and the provision made therein to appoint a supervisor 
from the co -operative department gives a clear indication that the 
resolution was passed with ulterior motives. 

(2 ) The averments in the resolution dated 17-1-1959 that 
the General Body in its Budget Session decided to abolish the Super 
visor s post for reasons of economy is not a fact. So also the aver 
ment in Ext.W9 retrenchment notice that the General Body 
decided to abolish the post ofSupervisor for financial reasons and as 
a measure of economy is a clear distortion of facts . No such reason 
was stated in the resolution of the General Body . Further , the 
reasons stated in Ext.W9 memo have been clearly disproved by 
the evidence produced in this case and the admissions made by 
the Management. Even otherwise the reasons alleged would not 
justify a retrenchment . 

(3 ) The General Body had no right to pass a resolution abolish 
ing the post of Supervisor in view of Rule 18 (a) of the Bye-laws 
and hence the resolution is ab initio void . 

(4 ) The resolution passed by the General Body was seconded 
by a person who was admittedly disqualified to be member of the 
Milk Supplies Union at the time of the passing of the resolution 
by the Registrar of Co-operative Societies and hence the solution 
to abolish the post is itself invalid . 

(5) The proceedings of the General Body dated 22-11-1958 
and 17-1-1959 and the minutes of the meeting of the Board of 
Directors dated 29-5-1959 would furnish ample evidence to prove 
that personal animosity was at the root of the whole action starting 
from Ext.W18 proceedings. The General Body is composed of 
delegates of Primary Societies. Sri Atchuthan Pillai in the discharge 
of his duties as Supervisor, such as inspection of primary societies 
and rejection of milk of inferior quality supplied by primary socie 
ties, had incurred the displeasure ofmembers from primary societies

and the Management too was at this juncture waiting for an opportu 
nity to penalise him for his associating himself with the labour force 
and holding the office of treasurer in the Union and the termination 
of his services was the result of the conjoint action of these two 
interests! 

21. Beofre I proceed to deal with the above contentions, 
I shall refer to certain principles to be borne in mind when ques 
tions regarding the justifiability of retrenchment come up for decision. 
It is admitted on all hands that the Management has the right to 
retrench the workmen provided retrenchment is justified . The 
Supreme Court in J. K. Iron & Steel Co., Ltd. v. Iron & Steel Mazdoor 
Union and others (1956 (1) LLJ 227) laid down that where the 
only question referred was, was the retrenchment justified , the 
same could not be determined without considering the question 
of good faith which in would largely depend on the finances 
of the Company , on the adverse effect that retention of workmen 
would have on the business and on whether retrenchment would 
mean the dead weight of an uneconomic surplus and so forth . The 
Supreme Court in Pipraich Sugar Mills Limited v. Pipraich Sugar 
Mills Mazdoor Union (1957 (1) LLJ 235) made it clear that retrench 
ment connotes in its ordinary acceptation that the business itself 
is being continued but a portion of the staff or the labour force 
is discharged as surplusage. So it can safely be deduced from the 
above decisions that the two conditions precedent for retrenchment 
are : (1) Surpluasage and (2) economy in expenditure . The ques 
tion of good faith , of course, is a matter of inference to be drawn 
from proved facts and attending circumstances. 

22. Coming to the facts of this case, the only reason stated 
in the retrenchment notice (Ext.W9) is that the resources of the 
Union could not sustain a costly post as that of the supervisor and 
that the Management had to resort to it as a measure of economy 
in expenditure. Neither in the resolution of the General Body 
dated 22-11-1958 nor in the retrenchment notice , is it stated , that 
the supervisor s post has become redundantor surplus to requirements. 
Admittedly this was a post which was found absolutely essential 
for the running of the Milk Supplies Union as early as 1949 and 
that accounts for the lending of the services of Sri Atchuthan Pillai 
as Supervisor from the Co-operative Institute to the Milk Supplies 
Union . The fact that after 7 years he was made a permanent super 
visor in the Milk Supplies Union will further prove that the Manage 
ment had found from its experience that the continued service of 
the Supervisor has become indispensable for the proper functioning 
of the Milk Union . The Secretary of the Milk Supplies Union has 
admitted that the business of the Union is steadily increasing year 
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by year and that the work attended to by Sri Atchuthan Pillai before 
retrenchment has never decreased ever since he was appointed as 
Supervisor and that the same is now entrusted to another employee 
by name Sri Sankarankutty after retrenchment. Sri Atchuthan 
Píllai has deposed that the number of primary societies supplying 
milk has increased since 1956, that there was an increase by 25 
per cent of the quantity of milk supplied in 1959 from that in 
1956 and that there has been a corresponding increase in the number 
of distributors from 1956. This evidence has not been challenged 
by the Union . It must be remembered that the main duties of the 
Supervisor were to test the milk supplied by the various societies 
and accept the milk of standard quality, sent the milk so taken for 
distribution to consumers through distributors and to keep registers 
and accounts regarding such supply and distribution . In addition 
to these he has to inspect primary societies and submit reports 
regarding their working as directed by the Board of Directors. 

Thus it could not be disputed that the Supervisor had enough work 
and more to attend to . 

So the question of surplusage could hardly 
arise in the Milk Supplies Union so far as the supervisor s 

post 
concerned and that might be the reason why the Management omit 
ted to state it as a ground in theretrenchmentnotice. A vain attempt 
was made to include it also as a ground in their counter statement 
by stating that it was felt that there was no necessity for a supervisor, 
which , I may add stands discredited in the light of their own evidence. 

23. Now Ext.W9 memo of retrenchment was issued by way 
of implementing the resolution of the General Body to abolish the 
post of Supervisor. The copy of proceedings of the General Body 
dated 22-11-1958 was produced in this case by the Management 
on the last date of hearing and it was marked as Ext.W1s. The 
resolution abolishing the supervisor s post is embodied in this pro 
ceedings. By this resolution the General Body decided to abolish 
the supervisor s post and to delete the provision made for the super 
visor in the budget proposals and to authorise the Board of Directors 
to take on loan a supervisor from the Co-operative department and 
to provide for the necessary funds for the same. Absolutely no 
reason is stated in the resolution for abolishing the post. Ifthe object 
underlying the resolution was economy in expenditure as is stated in 
Ext. W , memo, it is not known why there was a simultaneous provi 
sion in the same resolution for taking a supervisor on loan from the 
department. Thus there is considerable force in the contention 
of the Union that the resolution was directed personally against 
Sri Atchuthan Pillai and was not really to abolish the post of super 
visor as such . A reading of Ext.W18 proceedings will lend further 
support to the case of the Union that the resolution was the resul , 
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of personal animosity against Sri Atchuthan Pillai who by virtue of 
his duties as supervisor had to inspect the primary societies and send 
reports regarding their working and to reject or accept milk supplied 
by primary societies according to its quality , without fear of favour . 
It appears from the Ext. W 18 proceedingsthat the Vice President of 
the Milk Supplies Union and also of the Board of Directors under 
whose Presidentship the General Body meeting was held, had 
warned the members (consisting of delegates of primary societies) 
that the Milk Supplies Union which has nearly 40 member societies 
very badly require the services of a supervisor, that personal animosity 
should not be allowed to get the ascendency , that if the members 
had any specific charges against the Supervisor, the same should 
be laid bare and enquired into , and that it would be thoroughly 
unjustifiable if a decision is taken to abolish the post of a permanent 
supervisor functioning all along ever since the working of the Union , 
without any rhyme or reason. It is enough for the purposes of this 
case to state that the grounds alleged in Ext.We could on no account 
be coined out from the resolution contained in Ext. W 18 proceed 
ings or from Ext.W18 proceedings read as a whole . Further Ext . 
W18 proceedings gives clear indication that extraneous considerations , 
were at the root of the resolution . 

24. The Management at the final hearing produced copies of 
two other proceedings which followed Ext.W18 proceedings. 
They are Ext. W 19 proceedings of the General Body meeting dated 
17-1-1959 and the minutes of the meeting of the Board of Directors 
(Ext.W20 ) dated 29-5-1959 immediately preceding Ext.W9 memo 
of retrenchment. These documents were not voluntarily produced 
by theManagement butwere filed in pursuance of an order issued from 
this Tribunal on an application put in by the Union for their produc 
tion. The Union had, before the production of Ext.W18 proceed 
ings filed copy of resolution alleged to have been passed by the 
General Body in its meeting dated 22-11-1959 and the same was 
proved by the Secretary of the Milk Union and marked as Ext.M2. 
i bave already stated the contents of the resolution as embodied in 
Ext.W18 proceedings. But in Ext.M2 we notice à significant 
change in the form of an addition , from the resolution found in 
Ext.W18 proceedings. Instead of the authorisation given to the 
Board of Directors to take a loan of a supervisor from the department 
in Ext.W 18 proceedings , what we find in Ext.M2 is to requisition 
the services of a Supervisor from the Department in the scale of 
Rs. 40-120 . 

It is not explained how the resolution as carried in 
Ext.W18 proceedings underwent this amendment or modification . 
The alteration may at first sight look rather innocent or immaterial 


but when the Management wants Exi.M2 to be pressed into service 
as lending support to the reason alleged in Ext.W , that the General 
Body decided to abolish the supervisor s post as the resources of 
the Union could not sustain such a costly post (the then supervisor 
post was on a scale of Rs. 90-180), the alteration by way of addition 
of a lesser scale of pay to the supervisor to be taken from the Depart 
ment in Ext.M2 cannot but gain importance. The resolution as 
contained in Ext.W18 proceedingsmust necessarily be the resolution 
passed by the General Body and there is no mention in it of any 
scale of pay of the supervisor to be taken from the department in 
the place of Sri"Atchuthan Pillai . No record has been produced 
to show that the resolution as shown in Ext.M2 was passed by the 
General Body. The Union has been contending all along that the 
decision to abolish the post was highly arbitrary and absolutely lack 
ing in bona fides, and that the reasons alleged in Ext.We were an 
afterthought to give the impunged retrenchment a semblance of 
justification . As it is, what we find in Ext.M2 regarding the scale 
of pay of the supervisor to be taken on loan from the department 
must obviously be a subsequent insertion to build up a valid case cf 
retrenchment. Unfortunately Ext.M2 does not stand alone. When 
we come to Ext.W19 proceedings of the meeting dated 17-1-1959 
we find one of the members moving an urgent resolution that the 
supervisor should be retrenched from service according to the provi 
sions of law relating to retrenchment and the resolution passed in spite 
of the advice tendered by the President, that the matter relating to the 
resolution passed in the Budget Session was in the stage correspon 
dence between the Registrar of Co -operative Societies and the Board 
of Directors, that the Registrar had written that the post should 
continue till a final decision is taken and that it should be left to the 
Board of Directors to deal with the matter. Apart from the advice 
of the President and the decision of the General Body, in the word 
ing of the resolution we notice a significant change from the previous 
resolution passed on 22-11-1958. The resolution in Ext. W 19 
proceedings is to this effect. The General Body in the Budget 
Session dated 22-11-1958 abolished the post of Supervisor ( in the 
scale of Rs.90-180 ) as a measure of economy and no provision was 
made for the supervisor s post. So the incumbent who is in that 
post should be retrenched forthwith . It must be noted that there 
was no mention of the scale of pay of the supervisor or any statement 
to the effect that the postwas to be abolished for reasons of economy 
in the resolution contained in Ext. W18 proceedings. The resolu 
tion in Ext. W19 proceedings gives a distorted version of the pre 
vious resolution evidently to fill up the lacuna in the previous decit 
sion and to make it in conformity with Ext. M2. resolution . Ye 
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things did not move fast (we do not know why ) till 29-5-1959 on 
which date the Board of Directors met and in that meeting it was 
decided that Sri Atchuthan Pillai should be retrenched from service 
on the basis of the decision of the General Body to abolish the 
Supervisor s post and to retrench the incumbent from service and 
in the light of the expert legal opinion received since then . Here 
also the Chairman, who was the Vice - President of the Union , advised 
the members to postpone consideration the matter to enable him 
to inform the Registrar about the legalopinion received and to know 
his reaction , to which they did not pay any heed and when they 
insisted that the matter should be disposed of then and there, the 
Chairman expressed his inability to agree with them and he staged 
a walkout and in his absence with the concurrence of three of the 
Board members the decision was taken to retrench the employee 
as above . Thus it took over six months for the Management to 
apply the axe after the decision to abolish the post was taken in the 
General Body meeting, and as seen from Ext.W20 minutes of the 
meeting of the Board of Directors the implementation of the deci 
sion of the General Body had to be put off till then for want of expert 
legal opinion . 

25. I was attempting above to point out the twists and turns 
which the resolution abolishing the post took before its final consum 
mation and also the strain and labour which the Management had to 
undergo to give the impunged retrenchment the shape it finally assu 
med under Ext. W , memo. These must necessarily cut at the root 
of the bona fides of the Management in the action that it took 
against the concerned employee. 

26. Coming to the reasons alleged in Ext.W9, viz., want of 
resources to sustain a costly post and necessity for economy in expen 
diture, it must be stated even at the out set that they stand disproved 
on their own showing. In the Budget for 1958-59 presented before 
the General Body meeting on 22-11-1958, the Board of Directors 
made provision for all existing posts and also for the creation of 
new posts, probably to cope with the work consequent on expansion 
of business. Thus we find the creation of three new posts (1) a 
temporary accountant on Rs. 40-120 with a provision for Rs.840 ; 
(2 ) an Head Accountant on Rs. 80-150 with a starting salary of Rs.100 
+ D.A. entailing an annual expenditure of Rs. 1524 ; (3) a 
cleaner with a total emolument of Rs. 30 per mensum . The Secre 
tary when questioned with regard to these has stated that there 
was a similar provision for a typist in the previous year s budget 
but that since no appointment was made during the previous year, 
the same provision was continued in the Budget for 1958-59 also 
and that the provision for the appointment of an Head Accountant 
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was newly made in the Budget for 1958-59 . He has also stated 
that all the Budget proposals except the provisions made for the 
Supervisor , were sanctioned by the General Body . It was also 
admitted by the Secretary that for the first time in the history of 
the Milk Union a new item of expenditure towards the travelling 
allowances of the Board of Directors was introduced and sanctioned 
by the General Body in the Budget meeting dated 22-11-1958 itself. 
The sum sanctioned under the new head amounted to Rs.1,000 . 
Thus we find the General Body sanctioning side by side with the 
abolition of the supervisor s post , fresh grants for creation of new 
posts and even continuing the provision for a post which was found 
unnecessary during the previous year . Further the General Body did 
not find it difficult to start a new item of expenditure and provide un 
der it funds to meet the travelling expenses of the Board of Directors. 
The Management has not even made an attempt to show how the 
resources of the Milk Union could sustain the expenses connected 
with the creation of new and unwanted posts and new budget heads 
and how the supervisor s post which was there all along ever since 
the institution started functioning, all on a sudden became a costly 
affair beyond the capacity of the Milk Supplies Union . It must be 
remembered in this connection that Sri Atchuthan Pillai when he 
was taken in the service of the Milk Union in 1949 was put on the 
scale of Rs.70-120 which he was getting as supervisor in the Co -ope 
rative Institute and that at the time of retrenchment he was continu 
ing in the grade of 80-180 which was given at the time of his con 
firmation as supervisor in 1956. It has also to be noted that the 
Management has no case that the business of the Milk Supplies Union 
was at any time running at a loss . On a perusal of the administra 
tion report for 1958-59 (Ext.W15) it can be seen that the financial 
condition of the Milk Union is quite sound . The turn over during 
that year has considerably gone up when compared to those in the 
previous years. There has been further expansion of the activities 
of the Milk Union . It is seen that fresh sales depots have been opened 
and steps taken for the working of the pasteurisation plant. The 
Secretary of the Milk Union has admitted that as years pass on the 
gross profits as well as the total turn over show a steady progress . 
All these will show that the financial resources of the Milk Union 
have not only improved but that there is scope for further improve 
ment with the materialisation of the schemes undertaken by the 
Milk Union . Thus there is no substance in the contention of the 
Management that the resources of the Milk Union could not sustain 
the post of a supervisor. It was urged on behalf of the Management 
that the establishment charges have increased considerably bringing 
down the net profits year by year and that as a measure of economy 
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the supervisor s post was abolished. I do not think that any institu 
tion would be justified in abolishing a permanent post which admit- :: 
tedly has been found to be essential for proper functioning, as 
a measure of economy in expenditure , especially at a timewhen the 
duties attached to that post have been increasing. Itmust therefore 
be held that the grounds stated in Ext.W9 are absolutely lacking in 
bona fides and that they could not be sustained on any account... 
27. There is yet another aspect of the matter. 

Consistent 
with the importance of the post of Supervisor in the working of 
the Institution , we find a mandatory provision in the Byelaws of the 
Milk Supplies Union under Rule 18 (a) which enjoins that the Board 
ofDirectors shall employ a staff of qualified supervisors to supervise 
the Society . So far as the members of the Society or Union are 
concerned the Byelaws have the force of law and the actions of the 
General Body (eventhough it is the ultimate authority in all matters 
relating to the administration of the Union ) have necessarily to be 
governed and regulated by the provisions contained therein . The 
Byelaws empower the Board of Directors to make appointments of 
staff 

except those specifically excluded but it is worthy ofnote that in 
none of the appointments coming within the power of the Board 
of Directors is continuity of post vouchsafed as in the case of super 
visor. Ido not propose to go into the question of legality or otherwise 
of the action of the General Body in deciding to do away with the 
post but I am constrained to state that the General Body in passing 
the resolution had shown scant regard to a provision which has 
almost the sanctity of law . Any way it could not be denied that 
this is a matter which has some bearing upon the bona fides of the 
impugned action of the Management. 

28. Thus viewed from any perspective , the decision of the 
General Body to abolish the post of supervisor and the consequent 
termination of the services ofthe employee could not be held to be 
justified . From the foregoing discussion it is clear that the termi 
nation of the services of Sri Atchuthan Pillai was unwarranted besides 
being mala fide. 


29. The question of relief alone remains. The relief in case 
of wrongful termination of services by way of retrenchment is rein 
statement in service . The Management is therefore directed to 
reinstate Sri Atchuthan Pillai in service within fifteen days from the 
date of publication of this award in the Gazette. The employer 
in this case is a Society functioning under the provisions of the 
Co -operative Societies Act. In view of this and in the circumstances 
of this case I do not think that an order for more than half of the 
back wages of the employee would be appropriate . The employee 
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will therefore be entitled to one half of the total back wages from 
the date of his termination of service till the date of his reinstatement. 
An award is passed in terms as specified above.

AWARD 


This is a complaint under Section 33 - A of the Industrial Dis . 
putes Act filed by one Sri K , K. Velayudhan who was a yard 
Siperintendent in the Service of the Opposite Party . It is 
allee 1 that he is a workman concerned in l. D , 44 of 1960 pend 
ing adjudication before this T ibunal between the Opposite 
party and the workmen of the concern represented by the 
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Paravoor Coir Factory Workers Union. It is further alleged 
that Issues numbers 1 and 2 in Industrial Dispute No. 44 of 1960 
are directly concerning the complainant among others and that 
the complainant is one the staff, whose transfer forms the subject 
matter of the 2nd issue. According to the complainant the 
Opposite parly is guilly of violation of the provisions of 
Section 33 of the Industrial Disputes Act in the following 
manner . 

2. The Opposite party subsequent to the reference in 
I. D. 44/1960 dismissed the complainant without obtaining the 
previous permission of this Tribunal as enjoined under section 
33 ( 1 ) b of the Industrial Disputes Act. Neither has the 
Opposite Pary comp ied with the provisions contained in 
Section 33 (2 ) (b ) of the Act in effecting the dismissal of the 
complainant. 

3. The dismissal is without any justification whatsoever and 
was brought about most unlairly and illegally with ulterior 
motives. 

4. The complainant is not guilty of any misconduct. He was 
regularly attenring to his work in the factory till 7-12-1960 and 
was availing leave on medical grounds since that date. The 
leave was availed after due leave application suppurted by 
medical certificate was filed before the Management. 

5. The Opposite party did not raise any charge or conduct 
any enquiry against the complainant before dismissing him 
from service. 

6. The Opposite Party was extremely hostile to the com 
plainant for having filed a petition under the payment of wages 
Act before the Labour Court, Qu.lon for realising arrears of 
wages due from him . This is a case of victimisation . 

7. The prayer in the complaint is for an order directing the 
Opposite party to reinstate the complainant in service with back 
wages. 

8. The Opposite parly in his reply statement has raised 
the following contentions. 

(1) The complaint is not maintainable . 

(2) The complainant was working in the Factory in a 
supervisory and man gerial capacity and so he is not a work 
mai coming within the definition of "workmen " in the Indus. 
trial Disputes Act. 

( 3 ) The complainant is not a workman concerned in 
I. D. 44 of 1.,60 . Since the petitioner is not a workman coming 
within the cefinition of the Industrial Disputes Act no prior 
sanction or subsequent approval from this Tribunal is necessary 
for termicating his services. 

(4 ) When there was no work in S. K. V. Industries Ltd., 
the Management of S. K. V. Industries lent the services of the 
complainant to the Travancoe Fotteries in which concern the 
Management has some interest. The complainant joined the 
said concern on 22-10-1960 and continued to work for some time. 
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Thereafter he deliberately and without just cause absente ! him 
self from duty without even taking leave. The management 
issued show cause notice why his services should not be termin 
ated . The explanation submitted by him was not satisfactory. 
The medical certificate produced by him was false . The 
Management consequently dismissed him from their service. 
The complainant is not entitled to any relief . 

9. The maintainability of the complaint is challenged on two 
grounds. ( 1) that the complainant is not a workman and (2 ) 
that he is not concerned in I. D. 44/1960 . 

10. As regards the first ground above it is primarily for the 
Management to e tablish that the com la nant is not a workman 
within the meaning of the term as defined in the Industrial 
Disputes Act. But for the bare allegation in the counter 
statement of theManagement no attempt even was made to show 
that the con plainant was employed mainly in a managerial 
capacity or was exercising functionsmainly of a managerial 
na ure. Tne Opposito party has not even staled what the duties 
of the complainant in the factory were . According to the 
complainant the nature of his work wasmainly clerical ani he 
had no manner ofmanagerial au hority over the working of the 
factory. The complainant is ne cf he s aff members in S. K. V. 
Industries Limited and Issue No. 2 in I. D. 44 of 1960 relates 
to the transfer or lending of services of some of the staff in 
S. K. V. I du - tries including the complainant to Travancore 
Poiteries and it appears that no such contention (that the 
complain nt was not a workman ) was raised in that dispute . 
H -nce the first ground taken in the counter state pent of the 
Manageinent has no substance . 

11. Coming to the second ground raised by the 
Management the complainant has give a clear evidence that after 
the closure of S.K. V. Industries Lti., in August 1960.he along 
with four other staff members were trans erred to another 
concern by name Travancore Potteries under the guise of 
lending of services . that the action of the Management in this 
lending their services to another concern without the conseat of 
the employees concerned was questioned by the employees and 
the Union of which they wer members and that the question of 
transfer for as the subjectmatter of Issue Nolia . .44 of 1960. 
The above facts are more or less admitted ia the counter state 
ment of the Management and so it could not be disputed that 
the complainant is a workman concerned ig I.D.44 of 1960. 

12. Admittedly the Management has not applied under 
Section 33 ( L ) or Section 33 (2 ) tor par.nission to dismiss the 
cumplainant fron service or for approval of the action taken 
against him . S , the action of the Man igement in dismissing 
the co nplsin int from service without the permissiin of this 
Tribunal is a clear contravention or the provisions of Sectioa 
33 of tne Industrial Disputes Act. 

13. Let us now see whether on merit : the action of the 
Management is justified. SriRK, Velivudhao , the complainant 
was dismissed from service with effect from 14 -.1-1960 by Ext. 
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W1 memo da ed 29th December , 1960. It is stat - d in Ext. W1 
Memo that his :ervi.es were no longer required in view of the 
fact that he deserted the Company and was absenting from his 
duti- s on false pretensions. It is common ground that the 
complaint was not proceeded against under the Standing Orders 
of the Company for n isconduct after serving a charges heet on 
him speci jing the charges laid against him and conducting an 
enguiry into them . In the counter statement filed by the 
Opposite Party we fail to n tice any specific charge as to from 
whi :h date or for how long the complainant absented himself 
frum duly wit! out leave. The Opposite party has not also 
cared to let in evidence regarding the details of the charges or 
the steps taken against the employee culminating in his dis 
missal. Accordirg to the complainant he was regularly attend 
ing to the work in the factory till 7-12-1960 and was availing 
leave oa medical grounds since that date. Ext. W13 is the 
leave application presented to the Management by the complain 
ant reque : ing for 2 months leave and it is stated therein that 
he was suffering from stomach complaint and that the Doctor 
who was treating him has advised him to take rest for two 
months. It is seen from Ext. W 13 that he produced the medical 
certificate from the Doctor who was treating him along with the 
leave application . Ext. W3 is the copy of themedical certificate . 
The Manageme t was directed to produce the original of 
Ext. W3 on application from the compainant, but the Opposite 
party has not complied with the said direction . From Ext. W3 
it is seen that the certi& cate was issue 1 by one Smt. Satyavathi, 
M. B. B. S., Assistant Surgeon , Trivandrum and that the Doctor 
has certified that the complainant was under her trealment for 
chronic Amoebasis aod that he was advised to take rest for 
2 months from 8-1-1960 . The complainant took steps for the 
examination of the Doctor but the summons issued to her was 
returned unserved by the District Medical Oficer of Health 
stating that it could not be : erved as she was deputed for higher 
stucies from an earlier date . The complainant gave evidence in 
support ofthe defence set up by him and he has not been cross 
examined by the Management. He has deposed that he was 
laid up with illness as stated in Ext. W3medical certificate and 
that the same was produced along with the leave application . 
The Management has no case that the complaina at has not 
applied or liave or that he did not produce E « t W3medical 
certificate alcog with the leave applicat.on . TheManagement 
has also no case that the leave ough for was refused or that 
he was directed to report for work in spite of the leave appli 
cation and that he disobeyed the direction of the Management. 
Thus the allegation in Ext. W1 order disr issing him from 
Service that he deserted the Company and was abs -nting from 
his duties on false pretensions can be seen to be without any 
basis whatsoever. 

14. Fro n the evidence adduced by the complainant I find 
that tne averment that the complainaut was dismissed from 
service with ulterior motives, is not without foundation . The 
specific allegation in the complaint that the Opposite party wis 
hostile to the complainant for having filed a petition under the 


Payment of Wages Act, before the Labour Court has not been 
refuted by the Opposite Party in his reply statement. Further , 
the complainant as WW1 has stated that for arrears of pay due 
to him for periods prior to his transfer to Travancore Potterieshe 
obtained an Order against the Managements on application 
moved by him under the Payment of Wages Act, that whea he 
demanded his pay for the work done in Travancore Potteries, 
the Opposite party had asked him to realise it through court 
and that it was on account of personal grudge that the Opposite 
Party dismissed him from service. It is also noteworthy that 
even though the complainant failed to attend office only from 
8-12-1960, in Ext. Wiorder it is stated that the dismissal will 
take effect from an earlier date , viz ., 14-11-1960 . It is not 
known how the dismissal was to take effect froin 11-11-1960. 
Further it is clear from the evidence in this case that the 
Management chose to dismiss the emplovee in an arbitrary 
manner without giving him an opportunity to vindicate his 
innocence. 

15. For the reasons stated above the action of the Manage 
ment could not be held to be justified even on merils . The 
complainant when examined in this case has stated that even 
before his services were lent to Travancore Potteries, the 
S , K. V. Industries was closed down and that the Management 
has not paid any compensation to its employees to which they 
are entitled on closure of business. He has further stated that 
he will be satisfied with the relief of compensation and other 
statutory benefits for his services under S. K. V. Industries 
Limited instead of the relief of reinstatement in service with 
back wages. The complainant is one of the staff members con 
cerned in Issue No. 1 in I. D. 44/1960 which is in respect of 
compensation to the employees pursuant to the closure of the 
factory and I have awarded compensation and other dues under 
Section 25 F of the Industrial Disputes Act to all the employees 
including the complainant in this case. Hence I do not think 
that any further relief need be granted in this adjudication . 
Award passed accordingly .

This Election Petition having been finally heard on 18-8-1961 and 
having stood over for consideration till this day, the Tribunal passed 
the following : 

ELECTION PETITION No. 101960. 

ORDER 


I This Petition is by one of the defeated Candidates in the Chadaya 
mangalam at the mid -term Elections held on the 1st of February, 1960. 
The Petitioner seeks to set aside the Election and prays further that he 
may be declared elected. He contested the Election as a Candidate of 
the "Hut" symbol Party, i.e. the Praja Socialist Party. There were 
three other candidates and they are Respondents 1 to 3. The 1st Res 
pondent contested as a Candidate of the Communist Party and his 
symbol was " ears of corn and sickle " . The 2nd Respondent contested as 
a Candidate of the Revolutionary Socialist Party and his symbol was 
" spade and shovel" . The 3rd Respondent had filed a nomination, but had 
withdrawn within the time allowed for withdrawal. 

2. The 1st Respondent was declared duly elected by the Returning 
Officer on the 2nd of February 1960. He had polled 25,412 votes ; the 
Petitioner got 25,290 votes ; the 2nd Respondent was able to secure only 
1,405 votes. Thus, the 1st Respondent was declared elected with a 
majority of 122 votes. The Petition as amended may thus be sum 
marised : 

The declaration of the 1st Respondent as the duly elected candidate 
is wrong and against law . He would not have secured the majority of 
votes but for the corrupt practices of himself and his agents and but 
for the counting of invalid votes as valid in his favour and the non 
compliance of the provisions of the Constitution and the Representation 
of People Act. The 1st Respondent and his agents and others on his 
behalf , committed illegalities and corrupt practices with full knowledge 
and with the purpose of securing votes in his favour and they are : 

(a ) In a Daily Newspaper called the Janayugom which is admit 
tedly an organ of the Communist Party of Kerala of which the 1st 
Respondent is an active member and which has a wide circulation in 
the Constituency, published on the 24th January 1960 a false and highly 
defamatory statement alleging that the Petitioner s brother Shri Shahul 
Hameed offered illegal gratification to one Padmanabhan Muthalali so as to 
influence his conduct in the Petitioner s favour. The publication is 
alleged to be a facimile of a letter with a comment that the Petitioner 
was purchasing votes. This publication has gravely prejudiced the 
Petitioner by holding him out as a corrupt and unscrupulous man . The 
copy of the paper is produced as Annexure No. 1. 


( b ) Considerable number of voters were influenced by the 1st Pes. 
pondent and his agents by giving illegal gratification and using undue 
influence and threats for the purpose of securing their votes. 

(c ) The 1st Respondent and his Agent procured and used exten 
sively Taxi Cars for the purpose of bringing voters to the Polling Booths . 
He had hired the Taxi Cars bearing Registration Nos. K.L.Q. 2625 , 
K.L.T. 3832 , K.L.T. 1817 and K.L.T. 3633 from Trivandrum on the 30th 
of January, 1960 and 31st January, 1960 and had brought to the chadaya . 
Mangalam Constituency , and on the 1st of February , 1960 he and his 
agents caused the use of the above Taxi Cars for bringing voters 5 
several Polling Booths and particularly to Polling Booths Nos. 3 and 4 
( Edathira Lutheran Primary School, south and north wings ) . Polling 
Booth No. 22 Chithara Lower Primary School, Polling Booth No. 23 
Madathara Satrom , Polling Booth Nos . 24 and 25 Chithara Upper Primary 
School, south and north , Polling Booth Nos . 9 and 10 Thrikkunnapuram 
L.P.S. east and west, Polling Booth Nos . 30 and 31 Nilamel Lower Printaly 
School, western and eastern wings. 

(d ) Irregularities were committed by the Polling Officers with 
a view to help the 1st Respondent on the date of Polling. Annexure 
No. 2 to the Petition is the copy of a Petition filed by the Petitioner on 
the date of Poll before the Returning Oficer, complaining about the 
conduct of the Polling Officers in Booth Nos. 30, 63 and 6s. In these 
Booths illiterate voters particularly Aluslim ladies were fooled into 
afixing the stamp without ink on the ballot paper, thus contriving to 
make large number of votes in these Booths invalid.The Polling Officers 
in the above mentioned Booths are well -known and active sympathisers 
of the Communist Party and the 1st Respondent. As many as 656 votes 
have thus become invalid . 

( e ) Some persons have exercised their votes in more than one 
Booth in the Constituency and the Petitioner bona fide believes that they 
are cast on behalf of the 1st Respondent. For instance, one Sukumaran 
(Narayanan ) voter No. 30 in Part II List exercised his votes in Polling 
Booth Nos . 3 and 31. The Petitioner s poliing agent in Booth No. 3 
raised the objections on the ground that the voter had already exercised 
his vote in Booth No. 31 and as such he should not be allowed to vote 
a second time. The Presiding Officer though convinced of the correct 
ness of the representation , allowed him to vote, but made a note of the 
same in his Diary. Similar voting was done in other Booths also of 
which evidence would be let in . 

( f ) Personation of voters was also resorted to with the connivance 
of the 1st Respondent and his agents; for instance, in Booth No. 2 the 
vote of one Gopi (Parameswaran ) voter No. 1274 in Part I List was 
personated . Gopi was on the date of Poll in Orissa . 

( 8 ) People below 21 years of age have cast their votes for the 
1st Respondent alleging that they have attained 21 years on 1-1-1959. 
the date fixed under law . This is against the express provisions of the 
Constitution and the Representation of People Act. This has been done 
in a very extensive manner ( Some 315 instances have been specified 
by the Pctitioner in Annexure No. 3 to the Petition ) . The age of these 
persons is proved by the certified copies of the entries in the School 
Admission Registers . 
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( h ) The Returning Officer did not take into consideration Tendered 
Votes numbering 53 at the time of counting . The Petitioner believes 
that a large majority of such votes are cast in his favour. It is prayed 
by the Petitioner that the Tribunal may be pleased to allow him to adduce 
evidence to establish that the 53 persons mentioned in the Petition to 
whom Tendered Ballot Papers were issued were the true persons entered 
in the Electoral Rolls and that persons who had previously obtained ballot 
papers and voted in the respective names had committed false persona 
tion . It is further prayed that votes cast by false personation in the 
53 cases may be declared void and the respective tendered votes de 
clared valid and taken into account in the counting. 

(i) A large number of Counting Assistants were active sympathisers 
of the Communist Party and the 1st Respondent, and with their assistance 
a large number of votes cast in favour of the Petitioner was included 
in the votes cast in favour of the 1st Respondent and counted in his 
favour . Since a candidate could appoint only one counting agent to 
supervise the sorting and counting of 3 ballot boxes, this manipulation 
of the counting assistants became possible. 
3. The prayers therefore are : 

(1 ) That evidence may be taken on the allegations made above, 
(2 ) that a recounting of the votes be ordered , 
( 3 ) that the declaration that the 1st Respondent is the duly elected 

candidate be set aside, 
( 4 ) that the Petitioner be declared as the duly elected candidate 

under Section 101 of the Representation of People Act, and 
(5 ) that the Petitioner be awarded his costs in these proceedings. 
4. Respondents 1 and 2 alone contest. The 1st Respondent has filed 
two written statements, the one in answer to the Original Petition and 
the other in answer to the amended Petition . The contentions raised in 
the two written statements stated briefly are as follows: 

The 3rd Respondent is an unnecessary party . The allegations in 
the Petition except those specifically admitted are denied . The 1st 
Respondent was declared duly elected by the Returning Officer of the 
Chadayamangalam Constituency on the 2nd of February, 1960. Since 
this Respondent had secured the majority of valid votes, the declaration 
made by the Returning Officer is in conformity with the provisions of 
the Representation of People Act and is not liable to be set aside. The 
allegation that this Respondent and his agents committed corrupt practices 
is without bona fides and hence denied. The allegation that invalid votes 
were counted as valid votes is incorrect . The counting was done in 
strict compliance with the provisions contained in the Representation of 
People Act and the relevant Rules . There has been no violation of any 
of the provisions of the Constitution or the Representation of People 
Act. The statements contained in Para 7 of the Petition are incorrect 
and made without any bona fides. The Respondent or his agents had 
nothing to do with the publication alleged in Para 7 ( a ) of the Petition. 
The Janayugom Daily is a Malayalam Newspaper having nothing to do 
with the Election or Election propaganda of this Respondent. The said 
paper is independent of this Respondent and this Respondent has nothing 
to do with the management or publication of the Paper. The averment 


that the said Newspaper published on the 24th January, 1960 a false 
and highly defamatory statement about the Petitioner s brother is also 
incorrect . Even assuming that the said paper has published such a 
statement (it being not admitted ) the said publication will not amount 
to a corrupt practice within the meaning of sub -section 4 of Section 123 
of the R. P. Act since it does not relate to the personal caracter or 
conduct of the candidate. The publication if any, made by the Janayugom , 
is not made either with the consent or knowledge of this Respondent or 
his Agent. The Janayugom is not the Agent of this Respondent. The 
said publication has not in any way prejudiced the Petitioner as alleged 
by him . The averments contained in Para 7 ( B ) of the Petition are vague 
and made contrary to sub -section ( b ) of Section 83 of the R. P. Act of 
1951. In the absence of averments setting forth full particulars of 
corrupt practice alleged by the Petitioner specifying also the dates 
and place of the commission of each such practice, the statement con 
tained in Para 7 (b ) is unsustainable and has hence to be struck out. 
This Respondent or his Agents are not guilty of giving illegal grati 
fication or using undue influence or threats for the purpose of securing 
votes in the Election . His statement contained 

7 ( c ) also con 
travenes Section 83 (b ) of the R. P. Act of 1951. Particulars regard 
ing the dates and place of the alleged infringement of the Election 
Law are not set forth and hence Paragraph 7 ( c ) has to be struck out. 
This Respondent or his Agents have not used or procured Taxi Cars for 
the purpose of bringing voters to the Polling Booths. The irregularities 
alleged in relation to the conduct of the Polling Officers particularly 
in Booth Nos . 30 , 63 and 68 are all false. The said averments made in 
Para 7 ( d ) of the Petition are made in order to sustain the Election 
Petition . Neither the Polling Officer nor the Returning Officer are 
guilty of any irregularities in relation to the conduct of the Election . 
The statements made in the Petition to the effect that the Polling Officers 
are well-known and active sympathisers of the Communist Party and 
the Respondent and they contrived to make large number of votes invalid 
and that illiterate voters, particularly Muslim ladies were fooled into 
affixing the stamp without ink on the ballot paper are absolutely false 
and hence denied. This Respondent is not aware of any Petition filed 
by the Petitioner before the Returning Officer as alleged in Para 7 ( a ) . 
In any view , the filing of a complaint before the Returning Officer is 
not ipso facto proof of any irregular conduct on the part of the Polling 
Officers. The statement contained in Annexure II of the Petition to the 
effect that Polling Officers are guilty of serious misconduct is false and 
hence denied . The alleged exercise of double voting is also denied . The 
instances given in Para 7 ( e ) are false. The allegation of false persona 
tion made in Para 7 ( f ) is also denied . The instances of impersonation 
given therein are incorrect. This Respondent or his agent has not caused 
any impersonation during the Polling and even if there are cases of 
impersonation , this Respondent believes that they are actually assisted 
or procured by the Petitioner. The allegation made in Para 8 of the 
Petition is also dented. No person below the age of 21 has cast his vote 
in favour of this respondent. The electors whose names have been re 
gistered in the Electoral Rolls have exercised their votes and any aver 
ment against the qualification of such electors whose name has been 
entered in the Electoral Rolls on the ground of age is unsustainable. 
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The entry in the Electoral Rolls of the name of any particular person 
as an elector must be deemed in law to be conclusive proof of the sald 
elector s qualification as to his age . The Representation of People Act 
1950 and the rules thereunder regarding preparation of Electoral Rolls 
are self-contained regarding the procedure to be adopted in that behalf . 
Provisions have been made in that Act for raising objection to the 
entries contained in the Electoral Rolls before the Notification of the 
Election and also for the correction of any mistakes. The Petitioner is 
debarred from questioning the correctness of the Electoral Rolls and the 
entries therein and the pre-existing qualification as to age of the electors 
registered in the Electoral Rolls. Evidence as to age or qualification 
at the time of the preparation of the Electoral Rolls is inadmissible 
when once the Electoral Rolls have been finally published . The age 
of any person contained in the School Certificate is not admissible in 
evidence since School Certificates are not kept under provisions of any 
Statute. The instances given in Annexure III of the Election Petition 
are all incorrect . In the absence of any proof regarding the under -age 
of the persons mentioned in Annexure No. III and that all those persons 
have voted for the Respondent the averments contained in Para 8 cannot 
be countenanced. No under-aged person has cast his vote in favour of 
this Respondent. There is no provision in the R. P. Act for the 
counting of tendered votes and the averments contained in Para 
9 of the Petition to the effect that all tendered votes are cast in favour 
of the Petitioner is incorrect. The irregularities alleged against the 
counting officers in the process of counting are false. The said averment 
is an after - thought made with a view to sustain the Petition . The 
Petitioner had not moved for a recount as provided under Rule 64 before 
the Returning Officer and as such he is debarred from contending that 
there had been irregularities on the part of the counting officers or in 
the process of counting . Para 10 of the Petition has therefore to be 
struck out. The counting officers were neither Communist Party 
members nor sympathisers of the Party nor of this Respondent. There 
has been no violation or non -compliance on the part of the Returning 
Officer. Polling Officers or Counting Officers of the provisions of the 
Constitution or R. P. Act or any Statutory Rules or Notification 
regarding Elections. The Election Petition is unsustainable in law . 
The Petitioner is not entitled to any of the declarations prayed for. 

5. In answer to the amended Petition this Respondent has further 
stated in his written statement dated 28-3-1961 that the amendment is 
in contravention of Section 81, 83 (b ) and 95 of the R. P. Act. By 
an order of the Tribunal dated 22-10-1960 it was directed that 
averments made in Para 7 (b ) of the Petition should be struck out, but 
in the amended Petition the allegations in Para 7 ( b ) are re- stated. In 
para 7 ( c ) new averments not shadowed in the Original Petition have 
been made. The Petitioner is debarred from raising such points beyond 
the time limit allowed in Section 81 of the R. P. Act. 

The parti 
culars given in the amended Petition in respect of allegation in 
para 7 ( c ) are still vague and unsatisfactory. The allegation regarding 
conveying of voters in Taxi Cars is also denied. Other contentions 
already covered by the first written statement have been reiterated in 
the amended written statement also . Finally , the respondent prays that 
the Petition may be dismissed with costs to him . 
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6. The 2nd Respondent did not appear on the date fixed for his 
appearance. But later on, he appeared and applied for the condonation 
of his absence and admission of his written statement in evidence. He 
also prayed that he might be allowed to recriminate as well. In support 
of his prayer a medical certificate was produced to show that he was 

His 
prevented from appearing on the due date on account of illness . 
prayer was granted and the order of ex parte passed against him was 
set aside . But he was not allowed to lead recriminatory evidence as 
he had not complied with the requirements of Section 97 of the R. P. 
Act. In his written statement he has enumerated the corrupt 
practices and irregularities indulged in by the 1st Respondent and 
stated that the declaration that he is the duly elected candidate is wrong 
in law and fact. I don t wish to reiterate here the contentions raised 
by him since he himself has retired from contest long before the enquiry 
had entered the evidence stage. For the Petitioner 273 witnesses were 
examined and Exts. Pi to P324 marked . On the side of the 1st Res 
pondent Exts. D1 to D24 were marked and himself was examined as 
R.W.1. 

7. On the contentions of the parties the following issues were raised 
for trial: 

1. Did the issue of the " Janayugom " dated 24th January 1960 

publish a statement alleging that the Petitioner s brother Shahul 
Hameed offered illegal gratification to 

Padmanabhan 
Muthalali to influence his conduct in the Petitioner s favour and 
also a fascimile of a letter alleged to be written by Shahul 
Hameed with a comment that the Petitioner was purchasing 

votes (bribing voters ) ? 
2. Was the above publication made with the knowledge and con 

sent of the 1st Respondent and or his agents ? 
Was the Janayugom the organ of the Communist Party of 
Kerala of which the 1st Respondent is a member and was that 
newspaper carrying on election propaganda in favour of the 

1st Respondent as his agent ? 
4. Does the above publication amount to a corrupt practice in re 

lation to the election ? 
5. Has the above publication prejudiced the Petitioner in the 

Election ? 
6. Did the 1st Respondent influence considerable number of voters 

to vote for him by giving illegal gratification or using undue 

influence or threats ? 
7 . Is the above allegation llable to be ignored or struck off as 

contended on the ground that it is too vague ? 
8. Did the 1st Respondent and or his agent use Taxi Cars on a 

large scale for bringing voters to the Polling Booths ? 
9. Is the above allegation liable to be ignored or struck off as 

contended on the ground that it is too vague ? 
10. Did Polling Officers generally and those in Polling Booths 

Nos. 30 , 63 and 68 particularly commit irregularities with a view 
to help the 1st Respondent? Have they generally and those of 
the above Booths particularly fooled illiterate voters, parti 
cularly Muslim women into casting blank ballot papers by hand 
ing over to them the stamp without having inked it ? 

How 
many votes were thus rendered invalid ? 
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11. How many voters exercised votes, each more than in one Polling 

Booth and that in favour of the 1st Respondent ? Are the 
specific cases of such mal-practice alleged in Para 7 ( e) of the 

Petition true ? 
12. Have yotes been polled for the 1st Respondent by false persona 

tion of voters ? Were such false personations if any, committed 
with the knowledge and or consent of the 1st Respondent and 

or his agents ? Is the instance mentioned in Para 7 ( f) true ? 
13. Have people who had not completed 21 years of age on or before 

the 1st of January , 1959 or before the date of polling or election , 
exercised votes in the Election ? Had the voters listed in 
Annexure III of the Petition qualified themselves for exercising 
franchise by completing the minimum age prescribed on or 
before the prescribed date ? How many of them have cast votes 

for the 1st Respondent ? 
14. Is inclusion of any person in the Electoral Roll conclusive proof 

of his qualification to exercise franchise ? Is it not liable to be 
questioned in these proceedings ? they are , what adjust 
ments should be made in reckoning the number of votes polled 

by each candidate ? 
15. Should not the tendered votes be taken into account in these 

proceedings ? If so , how many of them are acceptable ? What 
adjustments should be made in reckoning the votes polled by 
each candidate by reason of the acceptance of valid tendered 

votes and rejection of the corresponding false votes ? 
16 . Have votes polled for the Petitioner been counted as votes 

polled for the 1st Respondent ? 
17. Should a recounting be held ? 
18. Is the prayer for a recount of the votes in these proceedings 

barred by any provision of law ? 
19. Has the Returning Officer, or any of the Polling Officers or 

Counting Assistants violated provisions of the Constitution or of 
the Representation of the People Act or any Rules or Notifica 

tion having the force of law ? 
20. Will the alleged facts if proved in this case, materially affect 

the result of the Election ? 
21. Should the declaration that the 1st Respondent is the duly 

elected candidate be set aside ? 
22. Should the Petitioner be declared as the duly elected candidate 

in this Election ? 
23. Costs . 


B. Issues 1 to 5. - The point covered by these issues is a corrupt 
practice falling under Section 123 ( 4 ) of the R. P. Act 1951. The 
corrupt practice indicated by the Section is "the publication by & 
candidate or his agent or by any other person with the consent of a 
candidate or his election agent, of any statement of fact which is falso 
and which he either believes to be false or does not believe to be true, 
in relation to the personal character or conduct of any candidate or in 
relation to the candidature or withdrawal of any candidate, being a 
statement reasonably calculated to prejudice the prospects of that candi 
date s election" . It is alleged that in a Daily Newspaper called " Jana 
yugom " which , according to the Petitioner, is an organ of the Communist 
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Party , published on the 24th of January , 1960 a false and highly defa 
matory statement alleging that the Petitioner s brother Shri Shahul 
Hameed offered illegal gratification to one Padmanabhan Muthalali so as 
to influence his conduct in the Petitioner s favour in the election . The 
publication is the facsimile of a letter alleged to have been written by 
Shahul Hameed to Padmanabhan Muthalali . I am giving below an 
English rendering of the letter : 

" Nilamel, 

27-12-1959. 
My dear Padmanabhan Muthalali, 

If the fifty rupees you had received for hoisting the flag has been 
spent out, I shall pay you the balance also. Things must not suffer for 
want of money. You must pay money to whomsoever you deem necessary . 
From Abdul Kareem Kakka I learnt that Raman Kutty Channar has 
undertaken to present arecanut trees . Money should be paid only to 
those on whom you have confidence that they would vote for us. As 
was the experience last time we must not suffer defeat after paying 
money . 
Nothing more. Rest in person , 

P. Shahul Hameed." 


The Editor has given a heading to the letter in bold types and that is 
" Must not suffer defeat by paying money and he has also given a foot 
note in which it was stated that the above publication is the photo-stat 
copy of a letter written by Shahul Hameed , younger brother of Shri 
Majid, the United Front Candidate of the Chadayamangalam Constitu 
ency , to a friend of his . The foot -note proceeded further that the letter 
which speaks for itself would indicate the decision of the United Front 
to purchase votes . The particular issue of the paper is Ext. P1; the 
facsimile Ext. P1 ( a ) and its rendering in ordinary print Ext. P1( b ) 
and the foot-note Ext. P1(c ) . In the subsequent issue of the same 
Paper a correction statement was published which stated that Shahul 
Hameed in the previous issue was wrongly stated as the younger brother 
of Majid . He is in fact the elder brother . That correction statement is 
Ext. P2 (a ). The case of the Petitioner is that Ext. Pi publication has 
gravely prejudiced him by holding him out as a corrupt and unscrupulous 
man . But the point to be considered is whether the publication is hit 
by Section 123 ( 4 ) of the Act: 

" In order to bring the publication within the ambit of Section 
123 (4 ) the Petitioner must prove firstly that there has been 
a publication by a candidate or his agent or by any other person 
of a statement of fact ; secondly the statement of fact must be 
false; thirdly the publisher must either believe it to be false 
or must not believe it to be true; fourthly the statement must 
be in relation to the personal character or conduct of the candi 
date or in relation to his candidature, withdrawal or retirement 
from contest and lastly it must be a statement reasonably 

calculated to prejudice the prospects of the candidate s election " . 
G.3536 
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Here, the fact of publication has been proved by the production of the 
particular issue of the Paper; but that is not enough . In order to bring 
the publication within the mischief of the Section it has further to be 
shown that the publication was made by the candidate or his agent or 
by any other person with the consent of the candidate or his election 
agent. The Petitioner s case is that the publication was made with the 
tacit consent of the candidate. The consent has to be inferred , according 
to him , from the fact that the " Janayugom " is the mouth - piece of the 
Communist Party of which the 1st Respondent is an active member . 
This has been denied by the Respondent. He has stated in his answer 
to the Petition that he has nothing to do with the management or the 
publication of the Paper and that it is independent of him . But accord 
ing to the Petitioner, this denial is not an unqualified one and as such 
it must be presumed that the Paper is the organ or mouth -piece of the 
Communist Party . But in my view the denial is not susceptible of any 
such interpretation . In Para 7 ( a ) of the Petition it has been stated 
that the " Janayugom " is " admittedly " an organ of the Communist Party. 
What the Petitioner means by " admittedly" is not quite clear. It is up 
to the Petitioner to clarify the point further and tell the court as to 
who has admitted and under what circumstances. That apart , even if 
it is conceded that the denial is not unqualified , the court is competent 
under proviso to Rule 5 of Order VIII C. P. C. to require such fact to 
be proved otherwise than by such admission. It might be that, the Paper 
is the mouth -piece of the Communist Party . But that does not solve the 
problem . It has to be further shown that it is the agent of the Res 
pondent. It is true that he is a candidate put up by the Communist 
Party, but that does not follow that the Party s agent is his agent as 
well , conceding for a moment that the Paper is the Communist Party s 
mouth -piece or agent. The expression " agent" has been defined in 
Explanation 1 to Section 123 of the R. P. Act 1951 as including 
an " Election Agent" a " Polling Agent" and any person who 
held to have acted as an Agent in connection with the Election with the 
consent of the candidate . Relying on A.I.R. 1959 Assam 200 the 
learned counsel for the Petitioner contended that for purpose of the 
Act the expression " agent" has a much wider connotation that it is 
ordinarily understood to have under the law of Contract. He contended 
that anybody who acts in furtherance of the prospects of the candidate s 
election may be said to be an agent of the candidate concerned, provided 
he does so with the consent of the candidate . This consent need not 
necessarily be express consent and no written document is necessary. 
It has to be gathered from the circumstances of the case . Under the 
Act, an " agent" includes not only a person who has been specifically 
engaged by the candidate or his election agent to work for him in the 
Election , but also a person who does in fact work for him and whose 
services have been accepted by the candidate. But it is worthy of note 
that even under the above classification it is essential that the candidate 
should have accepted the services of such a person in order that he may 
be dubbed an " agent" . " If, on the other hand, it is found that the person 
concerned was merely an officious inter -meddler in the Election or a 
mere voluntary, then of course, the candidate cannot be sald to have any 
responsibility for his action even though the person may have acted 
for the candidate s benefit and with a view to advance his interest in the 
Election " . There is nothing in evidence to show that the " Janayugom " 


is

is the official organ of the Communist Party . All that has been sought 
to be proved is that it propagates and gives unstinted support to the 
Communist ideals . But that does not imply that the Paper was regularly 
working for the candidate during the Election . The ruling quoted above 
proceeds further : " The case however , of an agent who has been proved 
to be regularly working for the candidate during the election stands 
on a somewhat different footing. In his case, approval or consent to 
any act done by him to promote the candidate s election is implied " . 
That circumstance also does not exist in the present case . There is 
nothing before us from which it may be gathered that the respondent 
had authorised the paper to carry on propaganda for him and that in 
fact the Paper had been supporting his election campaign . Unless 
the factum of agency is established the vicarious liability contemplated 
under the Section cannot be invoked : 

" The agency, no doubt, under the election law , has been given 
wider meaning than the concept of agency in the Contract Act. 
But the mere act of publication of the article in favour of one 
of the candidates by the editor will not constitute " agency." 
even within the meaning of explanation to Sec. 123 of the R. P. 
Act. The agency may be inferred even from the conduct of the 
person who acts for and on behalf of a candidate, but it has 
got to be distinguished from the mere expression of sympathy 
for the candidate by a Paper on some occasions. It is true 
that the object of giving wider meaning to the word " agency" in 
the election law is to maintain the purity of election . But there 
is no justification for giving a meaning to the word " agent" 
which will make the returned candidate liable for the acts of 
any person who may be a mere sympathiser of the candidate" 

A. I. R. 1958 Assam 97 . 
In the instant case, it might be said that the " Janayugom " was a sympa 
thiser of the Respondent and was interested in his success at the election , 
But that by itself will not saddle him with vicarious liability for all the 
actions of the Paper. The learned counsel also contended that since no 
repudiation was made by the Respondent it has to be inferred that the 
publication had his tacit consent. Here, I must observe that the learned 
counsel is confusing consent with knowledge: 

" It is true that consent is to be inferred from the circumstances and 

it may be direct or indirect. But consent is a question of fact 
which will have to be established by the Petitioner before he 
gets a relief under Sec . 100. If it can be established from the 
circumstances that the candidate had knowledge of the fact 
that an article was going to be published in a Newspaper and 
that the article contained certain imputations against the per 
sonal conduct of another candidate and if he did not take any 
steps to stop the publication , his consent to the publication may 
be inferred. But from the fact that he had knowledge of the 
contents subsequent to its publication, no duty is cast on him 
to go and publish some repudiation of the allegations contained 
in the publication . The consent, so as to make the act of a 
third party as the act of the candidate should be in respeet 
of the act of the third party : the knowledge which might have 
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legitimately led to the inference of consent would be the know 
ledge of the fact that it was going to be published. Any subse 
quent knowledge of the contents of the publication cannot be 
relevant for the purpose of determining the consent of the 

candidate prior to the publication ." A. 1. R. 1958 Assam 97. 
The above observation is exactly in point in the present case also. We 
have no evidence before us that the 1st Respondent had knowledge of 
the publication before it was published ; after the publication no duty 
is cast upon him to repudiate it. The fact that no repudiation was 
made cannot therefore be interpreted as his acquiescence in the publi 
cation and that he had tacitly consented to it. The following passage 
appearing in the same ruling is also pertinent in this connection :-- 

" The fact that occasionally articles appeared in a Newspaper in 

support of the leftist party candidates and in opposition of the 
Congress candidates, by itself cannot lead to an inference that 
the Paper was either the agent of the leftist party candidate 
or that the particular publication which is alleged to constitute 
corrupt practice was published with the consent of the leftist 

party candidate." 
My conclusion therefore is that the petitioner has not succeeded in 
proving either that the " Janayugom " is the agent of the 1st Respondent 
or that the impugned publication was made with his consent, express 
or tacit . 


9. The next point to be proved under Sec. 123 (4 ) is that the im 
pugned statement is one in relation to the personal character or conduct 
of the candidate or it is in relation to his candidature, withdrawal or 
retirement from contest. On this point also I must observe that the 
Petitioner has not succeeded in proving his case. The publication on the 
face of it does not relate to the Petitioner, but relates if at all only to his 
brother. There is absolutely no reflection therein either on his personal 
character or conduct or on his candidature : 

" Adverse criticism however severe, however undignified or ill 
mannered , however regrettable it might be, in the interests of 
purity and decency of public life, in relation to the political views, 
the position , reputation or action of a candidate would not bring 
it within the mischief of the Statute . The court in such matters 
cannot judge these statements in the light of their decency or 
desirability in so far as they are political statements not calcu 
lated to attack the personal character or conduct of any rival 
candidate. Further, what is objectionable is a false statement 
of fact and not a false statement of opinion however, unfounded 
or however unjustified . It is only when the person beneath the 
politician is sought to be assailed and his honour, integrity and 
verocity is challenged and such a statement is false, that much 
could be said that a false statement of fact about his personal 
character and conduct has been made; and once it is established 
that such a statement was made the question whether there 
was malice or not is immaterial. In ascertaining the true nature 
of the statement made, the court will have to take into considera 
tion all the surrounding, circumstances including the occasion 
when it was published or made, the person against whom it 
was made, the person publishing it or making it, the audience 
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or readers to whom it is addressed as also the precautions or 
care taken by the publisher to verify the truth or otherwise 

of the statement challenged " . A. I. R. 1960 Bombay 219 . 
By no stretch of imagination could it be said that the impugned publi 
cation is directed against the personal charater or conduct of the candi 
date . In the editorial note Ext. P1( c ) the allegation made is that the 
impugned letter is an attempt on the part of the United Front to purchase 
votes. So the attack is directed against the political Party known by 
the name United Front or Aykkyakazhi . The candidate Mr. Majid 
does not come anywhere in the picture and as such it cannot he said 
that he has been caricatured or that his personal character and conduct 
have been assailed. The impugned statement must relate to the presonal 
character rather than the public or political character or conduct of 
the candidate . Any imputation against the workers of a political party 
or the political party itself cannot be taken to be an imputation in 
relation to the personal character or conduct of the candidate who belongs 
to that party. 

10. Now , let us see whether the publication is directed against his 
" candidature" . The expression " candidature" has been interpreted to 
mean " state of being a candidate" and nothing else. For this position , 
I would rely on A. I. R. 1961 Madhya Pradesh 127 ( The report starts 
in April Part and ends in May Part on page 137 ) . The learned Judges 
observe : 

" It was contended that the word " candidature" here means the 

bundle of rights which the candidate enjoys after he becomes 
a candidate. The definition is taken from M. R. Meganathan Vs. 
K. T. Kosalram 9 E.L.R. 242 at page 263. The word " candidature" 
has not been defined in the Act. The Dictionary meaning of the 
word " candidature" is " the state of being a candidate " . Tne 
allocation of the terms " candidature, withdrawal or retirement 
from contest" shows certain stages in the election . While the 
last two expressions refer to his ceasing to be a candidate, the 
first expression refers to his continuing as such . The Tribunal 
held that by the word " candidature" is meant something less 
than the candidate and in this we entirely agree. The false 
statement must be not in relation to the candidate but in re 
lation to his " candidature" and candidature cannot be equated 
to the candidate. Aspersions on the candidate are dealt with 
in the first part of the sub-section , while aspersions on his candi 
dature are dealt with in the second part. In our opinion , the word 
" candidature " means the state of his being a candidate, and his 
state as a candidate must suffer by the aspersions. We can give a 
few examples : - To say that a particular person has been set up 
by a rival party or is a dummy or that he would withdraw 
from the election contest through force or allurement, are all 
aspersions on his candidature because they go to the root of 
the reality of his desire to stand as a candidate . But to say , 
that a particular party is not fit to be supported does not in 
volve an aspersion upon the candidature , though in certain 
circumstances It may involve an aspersion upon the candidate . 
As we have already pointed out, the word candidature must be 
defined difforently from candidata and denotes something less. 
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In our opinion , the aspersions which were made in the pamphlet 
may be regarded as aspersions upon the party or upon the people 
who were supporting a particular candidate or even possibly upon 
the candidate; but they cannot be regarded as being made with 
regard to his candidature . They are not reflections upon his 
personal character or his personal conduct. In fact they do not 

refer to him at all" . 
The above observations are self -contained and self-explanatory . They are 
on all fours with the present case and on the strength of the above obser 
vation I find that the impugned publication is not directed against the 
candidature of the Petitioner and as such the Section is not attracted . 
We have also to see whether the alleged publication was calculated to 
prejudice the prospects of the Petitioner s election . A few witnesses 
were examined on behalf of the Petitioner in proof of this point. All 
that they swear is that the alleged publication had created a stir in the 
Constituency. But how far that stir had affected the prospects of the 
Petitioner s election has not been proved in the case. The witnesses say 
that when they approached the electorate they were told " if your inten 
tion is to purchase votes as is seen from the Paper publication, we cannot 
support you ". But this is not enough . The Petitioner must show by 
convincing evidence that it was calculated to prejudice his prospects and 
that as a matter of fact he had suffered on account of that. No such 
evidence is before court. Evidence was also adduced to prove the distri 
bution of the particular issue of the paper by the workers of the 1st 
Respondent. Here, I must observe that the circulation or re - publication 
of the statement has not been specifically pleaded in the Petition . Nor 
mally , therefore , no evidence could be allowed to be led on such an issue: 

" In an election case no evidence could be allowed to be led - at 

least the same cannot be looked at - for making out for the Peti 
tioner s case which they did not set up in the Petition " A.I.R. 

1960 Punjab 640. 
Nevertheless , some evidence was attempted on the point. PWs, 1 and 7 to 
13 are the witnesses who swear to this part of the Petitioner s case. 
PWI is the petitioner himself and the other witnesses are all the avowed 
supporters of the United Front candidates. Their sympathy for the 
Petitioner was not concealed by them . It was openly admitted in the 
box that they all worked for Mr. Majid , the Petitioner. Their evidence , 
therefore, is interested . Even otherwise , it is insufficient to support the 
Petitioner s case that the impugned publication was calculated to pre 
judice his prospects in the Election . For the above reasons I find issues 
1 to 5 against the petitioner. 

11. Issue 11. This issue is concerned with double voting. Only one 
case of double voting was pressed at the final stage and that is the case 
of PW15 , Sukumaran . It is alleged that he exercised his vote both at 
Edathara and Nilamel Polling Booths. First he voted at the Nilamel 
Polling Booth and then he went to the Edathara Polling Booth and voted 
again . The Petitioner s Polling Agent (P.W. 16 ) in the Edathara Polling 
Station objected when PW15 came there to exercise his vote. PW16 had 
his vote at the Nilamel Polling Booth even though he was agent in the 
Edathara Polling Booth . So he had to go there to exercise his vote . At 
that time PW15 was also seen there and he had exercised his vote there. 
PW16 after casting his vote came back to Edathara Polling Booth where 
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he was one of the Polling Agents and just a few minutes after that, 
PW15 also came and demanded the ballot paper . PW16 told the Presid 
ing Officer that Sukumaran had voted already at the Nilamel Polling 
Booth and therefore he should not be permitted to vote again . But the 
objection did not prevail and he was allowed to vote again . PW16 
would further say that his objection was not in the Presiding Officer s 
Diary and the same was put in an envelope and on the envelope the 
mark A12 was put. According to PW16 , Sukumaran is voter No. 30 in 
P33 voters list (Edathara Polling Booth ) . He is also voter No. 1600 
in Ext. P34 Voters List of the Nilamel Polling Booth . First, he voted 
in the Nilamel Polling Booth and then went to Edathara. The allega 
tion has been denied by him . According to him , he is voter No. 30 in 
P33 voters list. His house name is Kunnu Bungalow . Voter No. 28 
in P33 list is his father and 29 his mother . No. 31 Sulochana is his 
wife . His wife did not go to exercise her vote since she was laid up . 
The others went and voted. In Ext. P34 list, the house name given is 
Nettethu . There are a number of houses there by the name Nettethu 
as seen from P34 voters list. Voter Nos. 1593 to 1601 are all of Nettethu 
veedu . No 1601 is Sulochana . But she is not PWV15 s wife because 
she is noted as Sulochana Narayanan . PW15 further state that when 
he went to exercise his vote at the Edathara Polling Booth no objection 
was raised by anybody there. PW15 s mother -in -law and brother -in -law 
are voter Nos . 1594 and 1596. This fact was admitted by him , but accord 
ing to him , he is not staying in Nettayam , but is staying in Kunnuvila 
Bungalow at Edathara . If in fact he had exercised his vote arst at 
Nilamel under Ext. P34 list and then had gone to Edathara and 
claimed his ballot paper under Ext. P33 list there must have been the 
indelible mark on his left index finger put at the first Polling Booth . 
But no such indication was seen and the Presiding Oficer therefore 
allowed him to vote at the Edathara . There is no basis for PW16 s 
statement that he had protested to the Presiding Officer and the fact 
was noted by the latter in his Diary and had put the same in a separate 
envelope etc. On the requisition of the Petitioner s learned counsel I 
wrote to the Returning Officer asking him to produce the A12 cover. 
But he wrote back to say that there is no such record available in his 
Office. The Presiding Officer was not cited to prove the point. In 
the circumstances, the only conclusion possible is that no protest was 
raised before the Presiding Officer and nothing was noted by him in 
respect of it. In the circumstances, I must hold that the plea of double 
voting has not been proved . Issue found against the Petitioner. 

12. Issue 12. No case of false personation has been proved in the 
case. This issue therefore has to be found against. 

13. Issue 15. This issue raises the question of tendered votes. The 
case of the Petitioner is that wrong persons had exercised their votes 
and when the real voters came they were told that their votes had 
already been cast. They were accordingly given tendered ballot papers 
and allowed to vote. In the amended Petition , the Petitioner has given 
a list of 50 persons coming under this category. But in evidence, he 
was able to prove the identity of only two and they are PWS 250 and 
251. PW 250 is one Ratnamma Vasu Pillai. According to her, she is 
voter No. 1061 in P33 list. She went to exercise her vote, but she was 
told that her vote had already been cast by somebody else . When she 
insisted that she should be given a ballot paper she was given a tendered 
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ballot paper. In that she exercised her vote and that was handed over 
to the Presiding Officer. Her name etc., were noted " in Form No. 14 
and that is Ext. P317. She has put her signature thereon. The same 
was the fate of PW251, Parvathy . She says that she is voter No. 669 
in P36 list. Ext. P3:18 is Form No. 14 concerning her. PWs 267, 270 
and 271 are the Officers cited in support of the fact that tendered voting 
papers were given to these witnesses and that Form No. 14 was pre 
pared in respect of them . But in spite of that , it is difficult to enter 
a positive finding that PWs 250 and 251 are the real voters and that 
they had been personated by others. No notice or summons was issued 
to these witnesses under their address as seen in the voters list. The 
summons due to them was served on them by the Petitioner himself 
and they were produced in court by him . In the case of PW251, the 
identity is sought to be proved by her thumb impression . The fnger 
print expert would say that the thurnb impression of PW251 found 
in Ext. 318 and the one taken before court tally. In the case of PW250 
no question of thumb impression can arise because she has signed in 
English . The utmost that could be said in respect of this matter is 
that PWs 250 and 151 are the persons who had gone to the Polling 
Booth to exercise their votes and that they were presented with tendered 
ballot papers . But that is not enough . It must further be shown that 
they are the real persons mentioned in the voters list and that they 
had been impersonated at the Polling Booth . If the summons had 
been sent by post under the address given in the voters list and the 
same had reached them , that would have been a point in favour of 
impersonation. I am therefore persuaded to hold that false persona 
tion has not been proved and issue No. 15 regarding tendered vote 
must be found against. 

14. Issues 13 & 14. These two issues are the most hotly contested 
in the case and the bulk of the evidence also was adduced on the point 
covered by these issues. The Petitioner alleges that a large number of 
minors have exercised their votes in the Election and a list of as many 
as 315 such voters has been appended to the Petition as Annexure No. III. 
The Petitioner thinks that these 315 minor voters have voted for the 
1st Respondent. The matter is of supreme importance especially in view 
of the fact that the margin of difference is only 122. Only persons who 
had completed 21 on the qualifying date i. e ., 1-1-1959 were allowed 
to get themselves registered as voters and only such persons were entitled 
to exercise their votes at the election . Now the Petitioner would aver 
that persons who had not attained 21 on 1-1-1959 had somehow been 
included in the voters list and they had voted also . Their votes , accord 
ing to him , are void and have therefore to be struck out. When that 
is done, the Petitioner believes he would get a majority . In proof of 
the minority of these voters, evidence was adduced by the Petitioner. 
The evidence consists mainly of School Admission Registers supported 
by the testimony of the Headmasters of the respective Schools. The 
alleged minor voters were also cited and examined . The minor voters 
examined are 173 in all. The jurisdiction of this Tribunal to go into 
the question of the minority of the voters was disputed by the learned 
counsel appearing for the 1st Respondent. He stated that the voters 
list having been prepared under the Representation of People Act, 1950 
(Act 43150) and that it having become final, this court has no right 
to interfere with it or go behind it. It is also argued that this Tribunal 
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is creation Power the R. P. Act of 1951 and it has jurisdic 
tion to 58 behind zeige Act and canvass the correctness or otherwise 
of something dene under an antecedent statute, in discharging its 
functions. As against these contentions, it was argued on behalf of 
the Petitioiter that the voters list is neither final nor conclusive and 
this court has every right to interfere with it in case any of the 
Articles of the Constitution have been violated. The electoral rolls are 
final, if at all only as against the Election Officers including the Returning 
Officer. Under Section 100 ( 1 ) ( d ) (iv ) this Tribunal is given the power 
to see if there has been any non -compliance with the provisions of the 
Constitution ; in the preparation of the voters list Article 326 of the 
Constitution if has been violated it is only just and proper that the 
matter is dealt with by the Tribunal. I may quote here Article 326 
of the Constitution . The Article runs : 
" The elections to the House of People and to the Legislative Assenibly 

of every State shall be on the basis of adult suffrage ; that is 
to say, every person who is a citizen of India and who is not 
less than 21 years of age on such date as may be fixed in that 
behalf by or under any law made by the appropriate legislature 
and is not otherwise disqualified under the Constitution or any 
law made by the appropriate legislature on the ground of non 
resident, unsoundness of mind, crime or corrupt or illegal 
practice , shall be entitled to be registered as a voter at any such 

election " . 
The Article declares that the elections shall be on the basis of adult 
suffrage. That means, that the right to vote shall be conferred only 
on adults . Even though " adult suffrage" as such , has not been defined , 
the latter part of the Article clarifies the position and says that persons 
who had attained the age of 21 on the qualifying date shall alone de 
entitled to get themselves registered as voters. The qualifying date 
in the present case is 1-1-1959 or 17-5-1134. Normally, a person who 
had not attained 21 on 1-1-1.959 will be disqualified from getting himself 
registered as a voter and if somehow an under-aged person managed 
to get himself included in the voters list he does not for that reason 
get the further right to exercise the vote since the vote so exercised 
would be against the direction regarding adult suffrage embodied in Art. 
326. The petitioner would claim that a number of such persons who 
had not attained 21 on 1-1-1959 have been registered az voters and 
that is again a non -compliance of Art. 326 of the Constitution . The 
learned counsel for the 1st Respondent contended for the position that 
inclusion of under-aged persons in the voters list will not amount to 
non -compliance of Article 326. Only the non -doing of what Article 326 
directs would be a non -compliance of it ; the doing of a thing prohibited 
under the Section according to him , will not be a non - compliance. In 
support of this position he relied on A.I.N. 1961 Madhya Pradesh 84. 
There, it was held that : 
" The word non -compliance in Section 100 ( 1) (iv ) denotes an omis 

sion to do what is directed to be done and does not denote 

the doing of an act which is prohibited " . 
G. 3536 
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This, I am afraid , is a narrow way of looking at the thing . If the ahove 
dictum is accepted , we will be confronted with the ludicrous situation 
of a child aged 5 or 6 getting himself registered as a voter and present 
ing himself before the Polling Officer on the date of election to exercise 
his vote . Since his name is in the voters list he will have to be supplied 
with a ballot paper. In such a case also it is possible to contend that 
in getting the child registered as a voter, the registering authority had 
not violated Article 326 and there has not been a non - compliance of 
the Section . In other words, non - compliance is not wide enough to 
cover non -observance . This contention has been repelled by the Supremne 
Court in Durga Shanleer Vs. Takkoor Rannath Singh reported on 
page 494 of Election Law Reports Vol. 9. The question of finality of 
the electoral roll had also arisen in that case. I may therefore quote 
in extenso from that decision . The ruling runs : 
" In other words, the electoral roll is conclusive as to the qualification 

of the elector except where a disqualification is expressly alleged 
or proved . The electoral roll in the case of Vasant Rao did 
describe him as having been of proper age and on the face of it 
therefore he was fully qualified to be chosen a member of the 
State Legislative Assembly . As no objection was taken to his 
nomination before the Returning Officer at the time of scrutiny , 
the latter was bound to take the entry in the electoral roll 
as conclusive ; and if in these circumstances he did not reject 
the nomination of Vasant Rao, it cannot be said that this was an 
improper acceptance of nomination on his part which Section 
100 ( 1 ) ( c ) of the Act contemplates. It would have been an 
improper acceptance, if the want of qualification was apparent 
on the electoral roll itself or on the face of the nomination 
paper and the Returning Officer overlooked that defect or if any 
objection was raised and enquiry made as to the absence of 
qualification in the candidate and the Returning Officer came to 
a wrong conclusion on the materials placed before him . Wlien 
neither of these things happened, the acceptance of the nomina 
tion by the Returning Officer must be deemed to be a proper 
acceptance. It is certainly not final and the Election Tribunal 
may, on evidence placed before it, come to a finding that the 
candidate was not qualified at all. But the election should be 
held to be void on the ground of the constitutional disqualifica 
tion of the candidate and not on the ground that his nomination 
was improperly accepted by the Returning Officer . In our 
opinion Mr. Sen is right that a case of this description comes 
under sub -section ( 2) ( c ) of Section 100 and not under sub 
section ( 1 ) ( c ) of the Section as it really amounts to holding 
an election without complying with the provisions of the Con 
stitution , and that is one of the grounds specified in clause ( c ) 
of sub- section ( 2 ). The expression " non -compliance with the 
provisions of the Constitution " is in our opinion sufficiently wide 
to cover such cases where the question is not one of improper 
acceptance or rejection ct the nomination by the Returning 
Officer, but there is a fur.damental disability in the candidate to 
stand for election at all. The English law after the passing of 
the Ballot Act of 1872 is substantially the same as has been 
explained in the case of Stowe v. Joliffe. The register which 
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corresponds to our electoral roll is regarded as conclusive except 
in cases where persons are prohibited from voting by any statute 
or by the common law of Parliament. It is argued on behalf 
of the respondent that the expression "non-compliance" as used 
in sub- section ( 2 ) ( c ) would suggest the idea of not acting 
according to any rule or command and that the expression is 
not quite appropriate in describing a mere lack of qualification . 
This , we think , would be a narrow way of looking at the thing . 
When a person is incapable of being chosen as a member of a 
State Assembly under the provisions of the Constitution itself 
but has nevertheless been returned as such at an election , it 
can be said without impropriety that there has been non -com 
pliance with the provisions of the Constitution materially affecting 
the result of the election . There is no material difference between 
" non - compliance" and " non -observance" or "breach" and this 
item in clause ( c ) of sub -section 

( 2 ) may be taken as a 
residuary provision contemplating cases where there has been 
infraction of the provisions of the Constitution or of the Act 
but which have not been specifically enumerated in the other 

portions of the clause" . 
In the above case, the disqualification was with respect to the age of 
a candidate . But that does not make any difference. - The principle 
enunciated is the same and is on all fours with the present case . This 
court has therefore every right to go into the question and see if there 
has been a non -compliance of any of the provisions of the Constitution . 
The plea that the voters list is final and conclusive for all purposes is 
also not sustainable. The finality of the voters list stops with the 
Polling Officers and the Presiding Officers. Objection can however be 
raised before the Election Court regarding the minority of the voter. 
Nanak Chand Pandit on page 32 of his Law of Elections and Election 
Petitions observes thus : 
" A question has many times arisen whether the electoral roll as 

finally prepared under the Rules is conclusive or not. A reply 
to this question can be given in the following words :-It is 
conclusive with regard to the Presiding Officer and Polling 
Officers . 

Before the Election Court however objec 
tion can be taken regarding the minority of the voter or the 

candidate" . 
To the same effect is the ruling reported in 7 E.L.R. 157 wherein it was 
observed thus: 
" Though an electoral roll is final so far as the Returning Officer 

and the Presiding Officers are concerned the Election Tribunal 
can enquire into the question whether a voter was a minor 
and as such his vote as invalid even though according to the 

age given in the roll he was a major " . 
The learned counsel for the Respondent pointed out certain practical 
difficulties standing in the way of the electoral roll being reopened . In 
the first place, he stated that the persons affected viz ., the voters, have 
to be made parties before a decision on the question is taken . Even 
in citing them as witnesses here, the purpose for which they are cited 
was not intimated to them . So, no rebutting evidence could be adduced 
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by any of them . This is a point that may arise at the time of evaiuation 
or assessment of their evidence on the question of age . According to 
the Petitioner, these minors have been cited only to prove their identity 
and nothing more. About their date of lirth he relies solely on the 
School Admission Registers . He may stand or fall on the sufficiency 
or otherwise of that item of evidence . 

15. The matter may be looked at from another stand-point also . 
It cannot be said that the right of these minors is going to be interfered 
with in any manner. When once their nanies are included in the 
voters list, all that it implies is that a right to exercise their vote at the 
poll has been conferred on them . That risht has not here been inter 
fered with and all of them have exercised their votes. The right of 
the voter conferred under the 1950 Act ends there. Whether the vote 
so exercised is valid or invalid is a matter for the court to decide and 
for that the voters need not be served with notice or made parties to 
the enquiry. The learned counsel also argued that under the 1950 Act 
itself provision has been made for preferring and hearing objections and 
if any party has any complaint, it is for him to move the registering 
authority and get the Register corrected . That right is exercisable at 
any time. Sections 21 to 23 of the Act are relevant in this connection . 
But the enquiry contemplated therein is cnly a summary enquiry and 
not a judicial one. It is open to the Election Tribunal on the evidence 
placed before it , to come to the conclusion that the voter was not 
qualified at all by virtue of his being a rainor. A wrong inclusion of 
a person s name in the voters list is no guarantee that the vote exer 
cised by him is valid . I am concerned here only with the validity or 
otherwise of such vote : 
" It is no doubt true that the electoral roll must be regarded as 

final and conclusive except in cases where persons are prohibited 
from exercising their vote. In other words, the rule is con 
clusive as to the qualification of an elector except where dis 
qualification is expressly alleged or proved". (A.I.R. 1955 

Andhra Pradesh 109 ) . 
In the present case, a constitutional disqualification is alleged and the 
right of the impugned voters is exercisable only subject to that limita 
tion. The Act itself ( Act of 1950 ) does not give any indication that 
the list prepared thereunder is final. The only indication that it gives 
is that the publication of the list shall be final. In other words, the 
Act refers to final publication and not the publication of the final list . 
Section 21 for instance, says : 
" The electoral roll for each Constituency shall be prepared in the 

prescribed manner by reference to the qualifying date and shall 
come into force immediately upon its final publication in accord 

ance with the Rules made under the Act" . 
My conclusion therefore , is that in cases where a constitutional dis 
ability is alleged , this court by virtue of the power conferred upon it 
under Section 100 ( 1 ) ( iv ) can go into the question and for that purpose 
can interfere with the voters list also wherever necessary and to the 
extent required . The learned counsel for the Respondent laid considerable 
stress on the point that the Act does not provide for striking out such 
minor votes even if it is proved that on the qualifying date such voters 
had been under -aged . In the 1950 Act, Section 22 is the only Section , 
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according to the learned counsel, that deals with the power of deletion 
or striking out of the voters from the list . There is no other provision , 
according to him , anywhere either in the 1950 Act or the 1951 Act to 
strike out or delete the name of any voter. We are not concerned here 
so much with the striking out or deletion . Under Section 100 ( 1) (iii) 
and (iv ) the Tribunal is given the power to declare the election void for 
the reception of any vote which is void or for the non -compliance of 
any of the provisions of the Constitution . The vote of a person who 
is not qualified under the Constitution to vote is a void vote and it is 
open to the Tribunal to declare the election of the returned candidate 
void if it has been proved to the satisfaction of the Tribunal that 
the result of the Election has been materially affected thereby . It 
follows from the above that this court has jurisdiction to strike out 
or leave out of consideration such votes in judging the result of the 
election . In this background, we have to enter into the evidence and 
see how far the result of the election would be affected. 

16. In proof of the minority or under-age of the voters, the evidence 
relied on is solely their respective dates of birth entered in the School 
Admission Registers. In the case of some of them , the application for 
Admission to the School alleged to have been made by their parents 
or guardian were also produced . These documents were produced by the 
Headmasters of the respective Schools . In the case of 32 of the 173 
minor voters examined, it was adinitted that they were below 21 on 
the qualifying date. Those witnesses are PWs 17, 18 , 25 , 26, 30 , 42 , 
52, 85 , 87, 94 , 98, 101, 116 , 120, 125, 126 , 158, 160, 162, 163, 166 , 185 , 200 , 
201, 207, 208 , 230 , 231, 235 , 237, 239 and 257. It was conceded by the 
1st Respondent also that these voters could be considered as minors 
on the qualifying date. Under this category the Petitioner wants to 
add the following voters also and they are PWs 22, 24 , 34, 35, 41, 51, 53, 
71, 73, 74 , 75 , 80, 124 , 128, 133, 139 , 147, 157, 183 , 197 and 206. Accord 
ing to the learned counsel for the Petitioner, admission on the part of 
these witnesses that their date of birth as entered in the School Admission 
Registers is correct can be deduced from a scrutiny of their evidence. 
But I am sorry I cannot agree with the contention . Before dealing with 
their evidence in detail, the question of admissibllity and the evidentiary 
value of the School Admission Registers and how far the presumption 
arising from such records would displace the presumption of regularity 
arising from the electoral rolls prepared under Act 13 of 1950 may be 
considered . The electoral rolls are prepared in accordance with the 
provisions contain :d in the Representation of People Act (Preparation of 
Electoral Rolls --Act 43 50 ) . There are several stages the preparation 
of the Electoral F.oll and provision has been made in the Act for objec 
tions being preferred against the inclusion or non -inclusion of persons 
therein and it is after investigation into such claims and objections, that 
the list is finally published. A presumption therefore arises under Sec 
tion 114 of the Evidence Act in favour of the correctness of the list 
so prepared . To displace that presumption, the only evidence attempted 
as stated already, consists of the entries found in the School Admission 
Registers. The School Admission Registers have been sought to be 
admitted as an item of evidence coming under Section 35 of the Evidence 
Act. The learned counsel for the Petitioner relied very much in this 
connection on a single Bench ruling of the Kerala High Court reported 
in 1957 K.L.T. 99. The following observation appearing in that judgment 
is instructive. The learned Judge observes : 
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" The Education Code enjoins upon the Headmasters of each School 

to prepare and maintain an Admission Register of the pupils 
admitted to that particular School of the several particulars 
to be entered in such a Register, the date of birth of the pupil 
as stated by the parents or guardian is an important item . 
Thus, there can be no doubt that the Admission Register is a 
public record maintained by the Head of the Institution who is 
in duty bound to maintain such a Register containing certain 
particulars relating to each pupil as required by the Education 
Code . In making such entries in the Admission Register the 
Head of the Institution who is a public servant is merely dis 
charging his official duty. The date of birth as entered in such 
official record is a relevant fact a s contemplated by Section 35 
of the Evidence Act and the same can be proved by production 
of that record. The entry thus made in such an official record 
by a public servant in the discharge of his official duty has to 
be presumed to be correct in the absence of other reliable evidence 

to the contrary " . 
The admissibility in evidence of the Admission Register maintained 
in a Government School under Section 35 of the Evidence Act cannot 
be doubted. The Section itself runs : 
" An entry in any public or other official book register or record 

stating the fact in issue or relevant fact and made by a public 
servant in discharge of his official duty or by any other person in 
performance of a duty specially enjoined by the law of the coun 
try in which such book , register or record is kept, is itself a 

relevant fact" . 
It was more or less conceded at the hearing that only the Admis 
sion Register maintained in Government Schools would come under the 
above category and I am also fortified in this by the ruling of the 
Kerala High Court in Gopalan Vs. Kannan reported in 14 E.L.R. 458. I 
may therefore confine myself to Government Schools alone. But even 
in the case of the entries in School Admission Registers maintained by 
Government Schools the probative value of such entries in the present 
context has particularly to be considered . High Courts have held that 
the date of birth supplied by the guardian or parent cannot be accepted 
at its face value since it is quite common to under -state the age with 
ulterior purposes . For instance , in I.L.R. 14 Lahore 473 it was held 
that : 


" It is however very common to under-state the age when entering 

a School in order that the boy may not be too old for Govern 

ment service. Such entries therefore are of little value" . 
That is exactly the case set up here also by the Respondent. It was 
argued on his behalf that the entries in School Admission Registers by 
themselves cannot decide the question . It must be further proved by 
other evidence, for instance the evidence of the persons who had supplied 
the date of birth at the time the child was put in School. Such evidence 
is lacking in the present case. The only witnesses examined are the 
voters themselves. They cannot furnish direct evidence on the question 
of their own date of birth . Even these witnesses were not cited for 
the purpose of furnishing evidence regarding their age. The purpose 
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for which they were cited as a matter of fact was not intimated to 
them at all. When the learned counsel for the Petitioner was confront 
ed with this position he stated in answer that his only purpose in citing 
them was to prove their identity . According to him , when the iden 
tity of the persons mentioned in the School Admission Register is proved 
the rest would follow . In other words, when the identity is proved 
he can avail himself of the presumption of correctness of the entry 
arising therefrom in his favour. The last sentence in the 1957 K.L.T. 
quoted above viz., " the entry thus made in such an official record by a 
public servant in the discharge of his official duty has to be presumed 
to be correct in the absence of other reliable evidence to the contrary " 
was relied on by the Petitioner s learned counsel. But here, we have 
to remember that since the persons interested in the matter are not parties 
to the proceedings, no rebutting evidence can be expected from any 
source. Even in the case of the concerned voters, they were not given 
the intimation that their age is the subject matter of the proceedings 
here and they should come with evidence to meet that situation. In the 
1957 K.L.T. case the guardian who had stated the age or date 
birth of the pupil in the application was cor 

a con 
petent witness and his evidence as supplying an important link in the chain 
of circumstances to prove the pupils age. The application alleged 
to have been signed by the guardian was admitted in that case as a rele 
vant piece of evidence coming under Section 32 of the Evidence Act 
since the deponent was dead . But in the case of most of the witnesses 
with which we are going to deal now , the father or guardian who 
admitted them in the School is still alive. They are the best persons 
to swear to the date of birth of their children and not the children 
themselves. Even though it was stated on behalf of the Petitioner 
that the purpose for which the minors were cited was only to prove 
their identity, it is seen from their examination that they were all con 
fronted with their date of birth as entered in the Admission Register s 
and were questioned about the correctness of such dates. Most of them 
disputed the correctness while a few others stated that they are not 
sure whether it is correct or not. But in the case of all of them , the 
dates mentioned in the certificates were stated to be incorrect. Their 
real age was stated by them in this court. Some produced documents 
like partition deeds and horoscope in support of their statements, even 
though they were not required to produce any evidence. This being the 
position , it would be unwise and unsafe to accept the mere entry in the 
School Admission Register as infallible and determine the age of these 
voters on that date. It is also significant that the registering authority 
who was responsible for entering the names of these persons in the 
voters list is not a party before us. It is the list prepared by him that 
is now being challenged here as incorrect. It is necessary therefore for 
entering a decision one way or the other , to ascertain from the Officer 
who prepared the list as to how the list was prepared and what all 
materials were relied on by him in the matter of the date of birth of the 
concerned persons. We don t know whether these entries in the School 
Admission Register were also placed before him and rejected by him after 
due consideration . Without the Registering Authority who was res. 
ponsible for the inclusion of these persons in the voters list and their 
parents who had presented the application for admission in the School, 
on the party array or at least as witness, a full- dress enquiry on the 


question is not possible. The present enquiry in effect is only one-sided 
since the necessary parties who can enlighten the court in the matter 
are not before us. It would be incorrect to say that the presumption 
arising in respect of the School Admission Registers should be displaced 
by the respondent. He was guided by the voters list prepared under 
the Statute and is not expected to go behind the list and canvass the 
correctness or otherwise of the age of the voters. It is for the Petitioner 
who impeaches the age as seen in the list to prove that it is wrong . It 
has also to be remembered that the presumption of regularity and 
correctness is available only to records prepared and maintained by the 
school authorities and not records supplied by the guardians which 
are maintained in the School. The application for admission would 
come under this category and in such cases the office only keeps the 
record and it is not responsible for the entries contained in those records. 
No presumption can therefore arise in favour of the correctness of the 
entries found in such records. Those entries have to be proved by other 
evidence . 

17. I may now deal with the 21 witnesses who, according to the 
Petitioner should be included in the first group viz . the admitted group. 
of the 21 voters coming under the category, P.Ws. 34 , 35 , 80 and 124 
say that they did not vote ; but the Petitioner s learned counsel would 
still maintain that their evidence has to be considered and if on scrutiny 
it is found that they have voted in favour of the Respondent such 
votes should be struck out. But there, difficulty would arise as to 
false personation. It might be that some others have voted in their 
name. But the Petitioner has not taken up such a position in his 
Petition. I see no reason to disbelieve these witnesses when they say 
that they have not voted . If somebody else has falsely personated them 
that would require further investigation . But since there is no case like 
that for the petitioner in the petition, such an enquiry cannot be resorted 
to. In the case of P.Ws.22 and 197 coming under the above category 
their first admission was in private school. P.W.22 was first admitted 
in the Karyam L.M. School and 197 in the Edathara L.M. School. The 
Admission Registers maintained by those Institutions were copied in 
the Admission Registers maintained by the Government School where 
they were subsequently admitted. Such entries, we have already seen 
do not come under section 35 of the Evidence Act and hence these two 
witnesses have to be left out of consideration . In the case of P.Ws.41, 
51, 53, 71, 73 , 75 , 139, 147, 157 , 183, and 206 the persons who had put 
them in School (either father or mother ) are alive ( In the case of P.Ws.22 
and 197 also parents are alive ). The remaining witnesses in the 
category are PWs.24, 74, 128 and 133. PW.24 would swear that his 
present age is 25. In the School Admission Register his date of birth is 
given as 14-10-114 . Ext. P12 ( a ) is the copy of the Admission Register . 
Ext. P12 (b ) is the application for admission signed by the guardian . 
There , we see a correction in respect of the completed age at the time. 
Completed age was first put as 7 which was scored off and instead of 
that 6 was put. In view of this correction the entry regarding 
the date of birth cannot be accepted. PW.74, I think, may be brought 
under the admitted group . In his case, his father who presented the 
application for admission (Ext. P113 (b ) is now dead. The application 
form was produced here from proper custody and proved by the present 
Headmaster of the School. Under Section 32 of the Evidence Act, 
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I think , that may be admitted and the date given therein may be presumed 
to be correct. When this witness is brought over to the admitted group , 
the total will be 32 + 1 - 33. The next witness is PW128. She would 
neither admit nor deny the correctness of the entry in 

the School 
Admission Register . The entry was proved as P58 ( a ) . Her date of birth 
as given in Ext. P58 ( a ) is 20-8-114 . That is denied by her. According 
to her, she is now 23. She married in her 17th year and it is now s 
years after marriage. She has got three children . These facts were not 
successfully controverted by any evidence to the contrary . PW133 has 
no clear idea about his age. In P173 ( a ) his date of birth is given as 
14-10-114 . In chief examination at first he stated that it is correct, but 
further in the chief examination itself he said that he was born in Edavom 
and not in Kanni. In cross examination he however stated that he has now 
completed 23 and was born in 113. His father was illiterate and there 
is no knowing as to who prepared the application for admission . The 
application is not available also . In these circumstances I don t see my 
way to put him in the admitted group. 

18. Witnesses coming under the second group are those who have denied 
their date of birth found in Schcol Admission Registers . But according 
to the Petitioner, the dates have been established to be correct . 74 
witnesses are included in this group, but only two of them i.e. PWS 136 
and 205 could be brought under the first group. In the case of these 
witnesses their father who admitted them in School is no more , but the 
father s application has been produced from proper custody and proved 
by the Headmaster. The application in the case of PW 136 is Ext.P99 
( b ) and in the case of PW 205 , P105 (b ) . The applications are admissible 
under section 32 of the Evidence Act and as such these two witnesses 
should be brought over to the admitted group and the total of the admitted 
group would then be 35. Of the remaining witnesses coming under this 
group, P.Ws.27, 31 , 32 , 33, 38 , 40, 45, 47, 49, 54, 57, 63, 76, 77, 78 , 79 , 
81, 83, 88 , 89, 90, 91, 92, 93 , 95 , 96, 97, 102, 104, 105 , 106, 108, 109, 

110, 111, 112 , 113 , 115 , 117, 119, 127, 138, 140, 141, 142, 143, 
. 146 , 148, 203, 211, 213, 215 , 229, 240 and 258 have to be isolated since 
in their case the parent or guardian who put them in school is alive. 
Therefore, their case need not be considered further since the best 
evidence regarding their date of birth has been withheld . Of the remain 
ing , PWs 29 , 36 , 61 and 82 were those who were first admitted in the 
private school. They have also therefore to be excluded (PWs 32, 33 
and 38 who come under the group in which the parent or guardian 
is alive also suffer from this additional disqualification ) . In the case 
of the following witnesses even though the date of birth as given in the 
School records is denied by them , the Petitioner would maintain that he 
has been able to establish from their examination that the date given ia 
the School records is the correct one. But after an anxious considera 
tion of their evidence the conclusion that I was able to reach is that the 
Petitioner has not succeeded in establishing his case. I am dealing with 
them one by one. PW19 stated that his father s signature is familiar 
to him and when he was confronted with the signature in Ext. P6 ( b ) 
alleged to be that presented by his father he stated that the signature 
was not that of his father. There is also the additional circumstance 
that in both P6 ( a ) and (b ) his father s address is given as Gopalan. 
Karanjivila Veedu, Pulippara . But that address is wrong . His father

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belongs to Karakkadu. So , unless further evidence is adduced in sup 

person mentioned in 
port of the identity it cannot be said that the 
Exts. P6 (a ) and (b ) is himself. According to him he was born on 
17-11-112 . 

But in the 
PW20 says that his father is Kunju Pillai. 
voters list and in Exts. P9 ( a ) and (b ) , the School records, the father s 
name is given as Madhavan . He however admitted that his father had 
a brother by name Madhavan and that Madhavan had no children . So , 
unless better evidence is produced , if possible Madhavan himself is cited, 
no credence can be given to the entry in the School records. His date of 
birth in the School Admission Register is 2-7-115, but according to him 
he was born on 23-7-112. PW43 swears that his parents are illiterate 
and his real date of birth is 17th Vrischigom 111. Mother is alive and 
it was she who supplied the age to the registering authority. She ought 
to have been cited and examined. There is the further circumstance 
that the house name in the voters list is different from what is given 
in the School Admission Register . He is voter No. 507 in P75 list. The 
entry concerning him in the voters list is P75 (e ). Therein , his house 
name is given as Charuvila Puthen Veedu, but in P45 ( a ) the School 
Admission Register, he is described as son of Marthandan of Kakkak 
konathu veedu. In view of this disparity , the entry in the school record 
has to be eschewed as unacceptable. PW44 is one Arunachalam who 
is voter No. 382 in P75 list. The entry concerning him was marked 
P75 (f ) . Therein , he is described as Arunachalam , son of Velayudhan 
of Vilayil Veedu, Kunnumpuram . But in P46 ( a ) School Admission 
Register, he is described as son of Velayudhan Achary of Kuttikkadu 
Veedu, Thamboor Muthayil. He has deposed before this court that 
Velayudhan Achary of Kuttikkadu Veedu is not his father. It cannot 
therefore be positively said that he is really the person mentioned in the 
School Admission Register. PW45 is M. Anandhan. He was born , 
according to him , in Kanni 113. He is voter No. 508 in P75 list. The 
entry in the voters list concerning him is P75 ( g ) . His house name in 
the voters list is Charuvila Puthen Veedu . But in P47 ( a ) and (b ) the 
School records, the address given is Muthiravila Muthayil. In view of 
the disparity in the address I am excluding him also . In the case of 
PW46 , no application for admission is available. In Ext . P48 (a ) the 
School Admission Register, his date of birth is 1-9-114 . That is denied 
by him . His real date of birth , according to him , is 23-1-113. A parti 
tion deed dated 7-1-1957 in which he is a party was produced by him 
and marked as Ext. D9. In that document he is described as having 
completed 19 years on that date . That is a further clue to his age and 
basing on that data it can be seen that in January , 1959 he had completed 
21. PW48 was born , according to her , in Kanni 113. But her date given 
in the School Admission Register is 19-12-115 . Ext.P55 ( a ) is the Admis 
sion Register and P55 ( b ) the application for admission. In her case 
also there is difference in the address. She is voter No. 414 in P79 list. 
Therein , her house name is given as Charuvila Puthen Veedu , Mannara 
kodu ; but in P55 (a ) and ( b ) the address given is Kannankodu Puthen 
kada, Chithara . But according to her, she was born and brought up in 
Krishnavilasam . So , at the time she was admitted in School she must 
have been a resident of Krishnavilasom ; but on the other hand , in the 
School Admission Register, we see her house name. as Kannankkodu 
Puthen kada . So, unless better and more conclusive evidence is adduced, 
it cannot be said that this witness is the self - same person mentioned in 
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the voters list and also in the School Admission Register. PW50 is 
voter No.232 in P79 list. Therein , his house name is given as Mangalathu 
Kunnumpurathu veedu . But in Ext. P50 ( a ) the School Admission 
Register, the house name is given as Puthuvalvila Puthen veedu , 
Puthuvelikonam . For the reason already stated , this witness also has to 
be excluded . The next witness to be dealt with is PW62. According to 
him , he was born on 24-10-112 . But in P59 (a ) and (b ) the date given 
is 27-9-114. That is incorrect according to him . His mother is alive, 
but father no more . He would further swear that his father was illi 
terate and he is not sure who had written the application for admitting 
him in School. He also says that he has given his correct date of birth 
in the P.W.D. Office where he is working as a gang cooly . So, in his 
case also , the best evidence is not made available . The next witness 
PW86 is one Somavathy Amma. According to her School Records, 
Exts. P124 ( a ) and (b ), her date of birth is 3-12-115. That date is 
denied by her and according to her, she was born on 6-4-112. It is now 
7 years since she got married and her eldest son is 4 years old . I ses 
no reason to disbelieve her . In her case also , there is difference in 
the address . She is voter No. 1028 in Ext. P127 list. Therein , her 
house name is given as Thottumkara Puthen Veedu. But in Ext. P121 
( a ) and ( b ) the house name given is Kunnunpurathu Puthen Veedu . 
She has also a further case that she is in fact L. Somavathy Anima 
while in Ext. P124 ( a ) and (b ) the initial given is J . In view of these 
circumstances , I have to leave this witness also out of consideration. 
PW.121 was born , according to him , in Makaram , 112. But the date 
given in Ext. 53 (a ) is 14-6-117. That is denied by him . 

He has pro 
duced Ext. D13 a partition deed of January, 1956. Therein . he is 
described as having completed 19 years. I have therefore to discarul 
him also . PW.130 the last witness in the series says that she has 
not studied in any School. But she admits that the name ant 
address in the school records read out to her are her name and address . 
but she persisted that she had never been to any school. She stated 
further that she had married some 6 years back . In the absence of 
better and more convincing evidence I cannot accept her school records 
as giving her correct date of birth . 

19. The remaining minor witnesses to be considered are all students 
admitted into private or surrender school. On the whole, they are 45 
in number. As already observed by me, the Admission Registers in 
respect of these witnesses being not public record maintained by public 
servant as provided in Section 35 the Eviden Act have totally to 
be left out of consideration . Those witnesses are PW s. 64, 65 , 66 , 67, 6S, 
69, 131, 132, 135, 149, 151, 152, 153, 155, 156 , 173, 178 , 179, 181 , 182, 
184, 186, 187, 189, 190 , 191, 192, 193, 194, 195 , 196, 209, 210 , 214 , 217 . 
219, 221, 222, 223, 227 , 232, 233, 236, 238 and 260. 

20. The sum total of the above discussion is that only 35 minor voters 
are proved to have been under-aged on the qualifying date. Of them , 
32 have clearly admitted that on the said date they were below 21. 
Their age as given in the School records was accepted by them and in 
the case of the other three, the date given in the school records was 
proved to be the correct one ( applying the principle of the 1957 K.L.T. 
l uling ) and as such minors on the relevant date. The 32 witnesses who 
admitted their minority are PWs. 17, 18 , 25, 26 , 30, 42 , 52 , S5 , S7, 94, 
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98 , 101, 116 , 120, 125 , 126 , 158. 160, 162, 163, 166 , 185 , 200 , 201, 207, 208, 
230, 231, 235 , 237, 239 and 257. The three witnesses whose date of birth 
in the School records was proved to be correct are PWs 74 , 136 and 205 . 

21. For reasons already stated , the votes cast by the following voters 
are void and have therefore to be deleted. The learned counsel for the 
1st Respondent pointed out that there is no provision in the R. P. Act 
of 1951 for deletion of any vote. But under Section 100 ( 1 ) d (iii) the 
reception of any vote which is void is a ground for declaring the election 
of the returned candidate void provided of course the result of the 
election is materially affected by such improper reception . The votes 
to be deleted are those cast in the names of- .

The result of the election of the returned candidate is left unaffected 
even if the votes cast by these voters are struck out as invalid , because 
the margin of difference as it stands is 122. I do not therefore propose 
to disturb the secrecy of the ballot paper in respect of these voters so 
as to see for whom they have voted. The issues are found accordingly . 
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22. Issues 6 to 10. - No evidence was attempted in proof of the allega 
tions contained in these issues and therefore at the final hearing these 
issues were not pressed . 

23. Issues 16 to 20.-- The point covered by these issues is a prayer for 
recount. The concerned allegations are contained in para 10 of the 
Petition. The allegation is that a large number of counting assistants 
were active sympathisers of the Communist Party and the 1st Res . 
pondent, and with their assistance a large number of votes cast in favour 
of the Petitioner was included in the votes cast in favour of the 1st 
Respondent and counted in his favour. It is also alleged that sufficient 
number of counting agents was not permitted in the counting hall and 
so it was impossible for the Petitioner to effectively supervise the sorting 
and counting. Only one counting agent was permitted for three ballot 
boxes. The want of sufficient number of counting agents had facilitated 
the manipulation in the counting by the interested counting assistants . 
But, it is regrettable that none of these allegations has been substan 
tiated : 

" A recount of the ballot papers is not as of right, there must be 
prima faci evidence of good grounds for believing that there 
may have been a miscount on the part of the Returning Officer" . 

4. 1. R. 1961 Kerala 188. 
So , unless good grounds are made out, no recount can be ordered . The 
Returning Officer was examined before me as PW 272. He stated that 
the counting was done quite in accordance with the rules and the 
direction in the Hand Book for Returning Officers. He was questioned 
at great length on the seating arrangement in the counting hall with a 
view to bring out that the seating arrangement was defective in so fer 
as it was unhelpful to the counting agents for an effective supervision 
of the counting . The defect in the seating arrangement was not definitely 
averred in the Petition under ground No. 10 pointed out by me already. 
The Petitioner s main allegation in the Petition is that the counting 
assistants were mostly Communist Sympathisers and that on account of 
their Communist leanings they had manipulated things in such a way as 
to confer undue advantage on the Respondent. There is not even a 
shred of evidence in support of this allegation. Regarding the seating 
arrangement, the Returning Officer stated in his evidence that the seating 
arrangement was done in conformity with the directions given on page 
139 of the Hand Book wherein the method of counting in " one-member " 
Constituencies has been elaborated. Even a graph as to the way in 
which the tables and chairs are to be arranged and the location of the 
Returning Officer, Supervisors, Counting Assistants and Counting Agents 
has been given thereon. Nothing was adduced in evidence to indicate 
that the seating arrangement shown in page 139 was not strictly 
adhered to . There is also no whisper anywhere in the evidence that 
the seating arrangement was in any way detrimental to the interest of 
the Petitioner at the counting. In support of the Petitioner s case for 
recount he has, besides himself, examined on his side, PWs. 2 to 6. or 
these, PWs. 2 to 5 are the petitioner s own counting agents. All that 
they have stressed in their evidence is that sufficient number of counting 
agents were not allowed and each counting agent had to supervise the 
counting at the same time of 6 counting assistants and three .super 
visors i.e. for each counting table therg were two counting assistants 
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and one supervisor. PW6 was the election agent of Shri Damodaran 
Potti who was returned from the Kottarakara Constituency which is also 
a one-member Constituency. The counting in that constituency was 
also held in the same counting hall under the supervision of the same 
Returning Officer . PW6 was cited to prove that for the counting of 
votes in the Kottarakara Constituency they had to take about six hours 
while in the Chadayamangalam Constituency, the time taken was less 
than three hours. I don t think anything useful would turn upon the 
analogy. The counting of the Kottarakara Constituency had commenced 
first and being the first of its kind in that counting booth , naturally more 
time was consumed. The counting in the Chadayamangalam Constituency 
commenced immediately after the results of the Kottarakara Constitu 
ency was announced and with the experience of the first counting to 
their credit, the counting oficers were able to finish the counting in the 
Chadayamangalam Constituency more quickly. From this objective 
circumstance, I don t think an argument can be built up to say that the 
counting in the second Constituency was hurried through in a haphazard 
manner. Excepting a vague suspicion entertained by the Petitioner s 

ting agents there is nothing in the evid to indicate that there 
had been a miscount . Under Rule 64 of the Representation of People 
had been a misconduct. Under Rule 64 of the Representation of People 
Act (Conduct of Elections and Election Petitions Rules 1956 ) the 
aggrieved party is given the right to demand a recount before the 
Returning Officer himself in case he apprehended a miscount. No such 
demand was made either by the Petitioner or his Election Agent and 
that is a further indication that the Petitioner s demand for a recount 
now is wanting in bona fides. In the circumstances, the prayer for re 
count has only to be negatived . Issue found accordingly . 

24. Issues 21 and 22.- The result of the Election of the returned candi 
date being not affected, these issues do not arise for consideration . 

In the result, the Petition is dismissed , but in view of the fact that on 
the question of minority of the voters on which the bulk of the evidence 
was adduced , the Petitioner has succeeded in principle I direct both 
parties to suffer their costs. Before I part with the case, I feel it my 
duty to express my gratitude to the lawyers who had appeared on either 
side, for the able assistance rendered by them and for their hearty co 
operation in expediting the trial. This Petition is the last of the series 
sent over to this Tribunal for trial and disposal. I acknowledge my 
indebtedness to all the lawyers who had appeared in these cases .

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GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS TO CANDIDATES 


Hall Ticketswill be sent to the Chief Superintendents and the candidates should 
obtain their Hall Tickets from the Chief Superintendents of the Centres concerned 
four days before the commencement of the Examination. Candidates should 
produce their Hall Tickets for verification before the Chief or Assistant Superin. 
tendent on every day before the commencement of each session of the examination 
or whenever so required . No separate Hall Tickets will be issued for the practical 
examinations and hall tickets issued for the written examinations, should be used 
for the Practical Examination also . If the Hall Ticket issued is lost by any candidate no 
duplicate will be issued. Candidates should be guided by the notification in the 
Gazette as usual. 

Asthis Office cannot take cognizance of any change of address after the appli 
cations are submitted the candidates must make their own arrangement with 
the Post Master concerned to get any correspondence to their address redirected . 

The non-receipt of a hall ticket will not be sufficient reason to be absent from the exam 
nation and then to claim any refund. If the hall ticket of a candidate is not received the 
candidate may proceed to the centre as recorded in the application and appear for the 
examination after giving a declaration to the Chief Superintendent to the effect that he/she 
has applied for the examination in time, and satisfying the Chief Superintendent 
of the identity of the candidate . 

TYPEWRITING (ENGLISH AND MALAYALAM ) LOWER & HIGHER GRADES. 
How to fill in particulars regarding the particular batch in which the candidate 

will take their examination. 
Heads of institutions who are desirous that their pupils should be examined 
in batches and private candidates who desire to be similarly examined should make 
necessary arrangements with the Chief Superintendents concerned four days before 
the examination and furnish him with all the necessary information asto the Register 
Number of candidates and the particular batch at which each will attend on the 
day fixed for the examination. 

REGULATIONS TO BE OBSERVED BY THE CANDIDATES . 
No candidate will be allowed to enter the examination hall unless he wears 
clean and decent dress . 

No Candidates suffering from any contagious disease will be admitted to the 
Examination hall. 

Candidates are requested to note carefully the particulars noted in the A 
list and satisfy themselves whether they tally with those given by them in their 
applications for admission to the examination, so that any alteration with regard to 
their initials, name, or class of community or any other correction that may appear 
necessary mightbe pointed out by them in writing to the Chief Superintendent. 

Candidates choosing to change their place of examination without previous 
permission or appearing at any centre other than one at which they ought to have 
appeared according to the notification published in the Gazette , should not expect 
to have their papers valued or their results published . In all cases where permission 
has been granted for change of centre the memorandum or letter permitting the 
change should be produced for the satisfaction of the Superintendent: 
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Candidates in all the subjects must bring with them for use in the examina. 
tion their own rulers, erasers, knives, pens, pencils, carbon paper and ink of two 
or more colours (other than black) etc. Candidates are also informed that they 
must bring their drawing instruments with them for those subjects which require 
plans to be copied or scales and diagramsto be drawn. Thedrawing paper required 
will be supplied to them at the examination hall 

Candidates in the subjects, the practical examination in which requires the 
use of tools, etc., must bring their own tools, etc., with them . 

Candidates taking the practical examinations should handle very carefully the 
apparatus, machinery, instruments etc., that are entrusted to them in connection 
with the practical examination so as to avoid any damage due to their negligence as 
otherwise the cost ofloss due thereby, will be recovered in full from the concerned 
candidates. 

Candidates in Shorthand will be allowed to transcribe their shorthand notes 
with a Typewriter. They will not be supplied with any thick paper for the pur 
pose , but will be allowed to bring with them their own thick paper if they wish 
to use such paper. The use of carbon paper will on no account be allowed in tran 
scribing theShorthand notes with a Typewriter. If the machineused by a candidate, 
however, goes out of order no extra timewill he given to him to compensate for 
loss of time while the machine is out of order and is being putright. 

At the end of the period allotted , candidates must give both their shorthand 
and long hand performances to the Chief Superintendents for submission to the 
Examiner. 

Candidates are expected to take their seats in the exanination hall at least 
five minutes before the time fixed for giving out the question papers. No Candi 
date will be allowed to quit the examination hall before the expiry of half an hour 
from the time of commencement of the examination and candidates arriving after 
half an hour will not be admitted . 

No candidate will be allowed to re -enter the examination hall during the hours 
of examination after once quiting it nor to leave the hall without finally giving up 
his answer papers. 

Strict silence should be maintained in the examination hall. 

No Candidate will, on any account, be allowed to take into the examination 
hall, slates, books or portion of a book , ruled sheets, manuscripts or paper of any 
kind. Any candidato violating this rule or detected in speaking to or in any way 
communicating with or copying from each other and in communication with any 
other person outside the examination hall or having recourse to any unfair practices 
will be sent out of the hall forthwith and his conduct reported to the Secretary, 
Board for Public Examinations, Trivandrum for disciplinary action being taken 
againsthim . The use ofmathematical instruments for drawing lines, will however 
be allowed . 

Candidates are forbidden fron noting down the answer to any question on 
the question paper itself; they will not bo allowed to take any papers , except 
their question papers, out of the examination hall. 

Candidates are forbidden to tear up paper, or to throw ink or papers on the 
Hoor. All Spoiled copies etc., should be left on the desk where the candidates 
have been writing , 

G. 3676. 
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Candidates may have to write their answers on both sides of the paper supplied 
to them and they will receive the necessary instruction on this point in the exami 
nation hall from the Chief Superintendent of the Examinations. 

No. Candidate will be allowed to exceed the time allotted for each paper. 

As soon as candidates have finalised writing their answers and wish to give 
up their answer papers or at the end of the period prescribed for each particular 
part of the examination each should rise from his seat and remain standing until 
one of the Superintendents has gone up to him and has received his answer paper 
from him . 

The answer papers should be stitched or pinned together at the upper left hand 
corner. The Register Number, the place of examination and also in the case of 
examinations in Shorthand, the particular system adopted) and (in the case of eaxa 
minations in Typewriting the name Modelnumber of the Typewriter used ( should 
be written clearly by the candidate on the top right-hand side of the first page of 
the answer paper. 

N.B.-- (i) Candidates are strictly forbidden from writing or typing their 
names on the answer papers. 

(2) Candidates should note in particular that failure to furnish even any 
one of these particulars may result in their answer papers being rejected without 
being valued . 

Any Candidate who does not behave properly towards the Chief and Assistant 
Superintendents of the Examination or is suspected ofhaving had recourse to mal. 
practice of any kind in connection with the examination or whose answer papers 
contain objectionable matter, willbe expelled from the examination and will also 
be debarred from appearing again for any of the Examination under the control 
of the Director of Public Instruction for such period as the Director may think fit 
or if the Director is not statisfied for any reason whatsoever as to the trustworthines , 
ofhis results ,he may be required to undergo a re- examination at some future dates 
to be fixed by the Director in any one or more of the subjects of the Exami 
nations for which he has appeared , his success or failure being determined on the 
results of such re - examination . 

Candidates are forbidden from communicating with one another or with the 
Examiners, should they do so , they will be expelled from the examination and their 
conduct will be reported to the Director for any action that he may deem fit and 
the Director will treat it as a serious malpractice. 

No information can be furnished in regard to the results of a candidate in any 
subject or in regard to the particular section or sub division in which he may have 
failed . The names of successful candidates in each subject arranged in two classes, 
First and Second , will be published in the Kerala Gazette in due course. The pass, 
list for each grade of a subject as published in the Gazette is complete and final. 

Applications from or on behalf of unsuccessful candidates asking for information 
as to the cause of failure or for a re- valuation of theanswer papers will notbe attended 
to . No revaluation of answer paper is permissible .
